ALBANY, April 9.—In the Senate to-day 

r R. Brown declared that a 

{ Senator Brackett’s to authorize the 
Net "York and London Trust Company to 
purchase stocks, bonds, and other securi- 
ties and to issue debentures and other 
obligaticns against the same would permit 
of the organization of another such merger 
cerperation as the Northern Securities 
Company. 

The bill came up for passage, and Sen- 
ator Stevens moved that it be recommitted 
to the Committee on Banks. It was upon 
this motion that the debate occurred. 

*As I read this bill,’ said Senator 
Brown, “‘ there would be no obstacie under 
the powers which it confers to the New 
York and London Trust Company's acquir- 
ing control of all the railroads in the East 
and the ships upon the ocean. The scope 
of censolidation which the bill affords 
is practically unlimited.” 

Senator Brackett said that he had re- 
céived the bill from Joseph M. Pool, a City 
Magistrate of New York. He did not know 


who the officers and the managers of the | 


company were. ; 

** Judge Pool pressed me to introduce the 
bill and do what I could to have it passed,” 
Senator Brackett said. ‘“‘I have no per- 
sonal interest in the bill whatever.” 

When a vote was taken on the motion of 
Senator Stevens .o recommit, it was de- 
feated by a vote of 21 to 12. The bill was 
ther passed by a vote of 35 to 5. 

Senator Stevens was asked if he knew 
who were behind the New York and Lon- 
don Trust Company. 

“No; but I want to know, and that Is 
the reason why I asked to have the bill re- 
committed,’’ was the reply. 

Magistrate Pool has been in Albany sev- 
eral times in the interest of his bill. It was 
learned to-night that in addition to the per- 
sonal solicitation of support for the meas- 
ure he has written letters to nearly all of 
the Senators urging its passage. 

The New York and London Trust Com- 
pany is a corporation organized under the 
Jaws of this State. The Brackett bill, 
passed to-day by the-.Senate, provides that 
in addition to the object, business, and pow- 
ers granted by the laws of 1871, Chapter 
616, the company is authorized and em- 
powered ‘‘to purchase, hold, buy, sell, and 
deal in mortgages, bonds, stocks, and other 
securities and obligations, and to issue its 
debentures, bonds, or other obligations 
against the same.” 

t is provided that the “ right and power 
to issue and sell said bonds, debentures, or 
other obligations shall not be exercised 
without a license first obtained from the 
Superintendent of Banks, which license 
such Superintendent may issue, if upon 
such report and such certificates as he may 
require from said corporation it shall ap- 
pear to him that the affairs of said corpora- 
tion are being conducted in a safe and law- 
ful manner, and that such corporation may 
be reasonably permitted to exercise suc 
powers. 

The exercise of the power could be sus- 

ended by the withdrawal of the license 

y the Superintendent at any time if the 
corporation should fail to make any report 
required by law, or if the Superintendent 
should in any way be satisfied that the 
éxercise of such power should be sus- 
pended. After any such withdrawal a per- 
mit could be issued upon the same condi- 
tions as applied to the original Hcense. 

The act is to take effect whenever at 
jJeast $500,000 of the capital stock of the 
corporation shal] have been subscribed and 
paid in cash. 

Magistrate Pool, when seen last night at 
his home, 267 West Seventy-ninth Street, 
said of the dispatches in regard to the de- 
bate at Albany over the New York and 
London Trust Company bill: 

“Jt is all nonsense to suppose that it 
means any great merger or gigantic cor- 
poration. The company simply asked for 
the authority to issue debenture bonds on 
mortgages, which is the privilege of sev- 
eral other corporations in this State. The 
New York and London Trust Company has 
had a charter which has been the property 
of legitimate business men for many years. 
J had an interest in it, when I was prac- 
ticing law, and still have an interest, and 
have put money into it without profit. 

“With the new authority granted by the 
State there are several men ready to put 
money into the business in large sums. It 
is a thoroughly legitimate enterprise, hav- 
ing the same rights to do business as other 
trust companies. I was in Albany myself 
to-day in the interest of the Parole bill, and 
not in connection with the New York and 
Zondon Trust Company. The bill was 
drawn by C. W. Gifford, a New York 
lawyer.”’ 

The company in the Co-partnership and 
Corporation Directory is described as fol- 
lows: “N. Y. and London Trust Co., (inf. 
unattainable.) 62 Cedar.’’ No report on it 
appears in the report of the State Superin- 
tendent of Banks for last year.

River Railroad Company, which will be 


held next Wednesday afternoon in the 
Union Station in this city, will develop 
into a controversy between American and 
English stockholders, the result, it is as- 
serted, of years of enmity. The $35,000,000 
of shares sold to English holders by the 
elder Vanderbilt have to a large extent 
been bought back by the American stock- 
holders, leaving barely enough stock in 
England, it is asserted, to make the Eng- 
lish faction a fighting quantity among 
the stockholders. 

The English proxies are held by J. P. 
Morgan & Co., and it is said that Mr. Mor- 
gan and certain other holders have agreed 
upon a proposition to sell the road to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company. 

Senator Depew, when asked last night 
concerning the possibility of a transfer of 
the Vanderbilt control of the New York 
Central Railroad to the Pennsylvania sys- 
tem, said: ‘ 

“T can assert with the utmost confidence 
that the New York Central will never be 
transferred | to the Pennsylvania Road 
long as railroads are in existence, or at 
least until there is some great natural dis- 
turbance which will change entirely exist- 
ing conditions. The lease of the New York 
Central by the Pennsylvania is as 
probable as is the lease of the Pennsyl- 
vania by the New York Central, and I feel 
safe in saying that the latter thing is the 
more probable of the two. As to the al- 
leged dissatisfaction among English stock- 
holders, I am in a position to state posi- 
tively that within the past week or so the 
Directors of the New York Central Road 
have received proxies from every holder of 
stock in the road in England, and with the 
proxies also have received assurances from 
the stockholders there of perfect satisfac- 
tion with the methods of the present man- 
agement, and the wish to have the affairs 
of the road continued on the same plan. 

The reports circulated regarding the 
possibility of a transfer of the road by 
lease to any other line and concerning a 
change in the management were started 
by ‘bears’ in the stock market with the 
sole purpose of aiding the bear market, and 
have no foundation.”’ 


|BOYS ACCUSED OF BURGLARY. 


House Looted of Silverware, Jewelry, 
and Bric-a-Brac in Broad Daylight. 


In broad daylight yesterday the four-story 
and basement brownstone-front house at 
252 East Fifty-third Street was looted of 
$5,000 worth of bric-A-brac, silverware, and 
jewelry, and nine boys and one man were 
arrested by the police of the East Fifty- 
first Street Station charged with being im- 
plicated in the affair. 

The house was occupied until yesterday

A man and a number of small boys had 
been seen carrying articles from the house, 
but, knowing that the occupant was mov- 
Ing, the neighbors paid no attention to 4t, 
Jacob De Leonardi, eight years old, of 
1 Second Avenue, was arrested later at 
his home. Under a bed in the flat where 
h+ lived were found several pieces of bric- 
a-brac and jewelry. The detectives say 
that young De Leonardi confessed and im- 
piicated seven other boys and a man. 

On his statement they also arrested Al- 
bert Nabok, fourteen years old, of 1,014 
Second Avenue; Joseph Teich, eleven years 


‘old, of 301 East Fifty-third Street; Thomas 


Holahan, old, of 301 East 
Fifty-third Street; Frank Stewart, four- 
teen years old, of 318 East Fifty-third 
Street; Harold Morris, ten years old, of 
31,023 Second Avenue, and Thomas Terrari, 
twelve years old, of 1,021 Second Avenue. 
At the home ,of each of these boys, the 
detectives say, they found bric-Aa-brac and 
jewelry or silverware. Late last night two 
other boys, Antonio Ticardo and Ratheny 
Dyne, were also arrested. Nearly all the 
property has been recovered. 

One of the boys told the police that he 
had sold a thirty-five-dollar overcoat to a 
cobbler named Pedra Frachilli, in the base- 
ment of 1,017 Second Avenue, for 20 cents. 
Frachilli was placed under arrest charged 
with being a suspicious person.

'12-INCH GUN BURSTS 


ON BATTLESHIP IOWA 


Three Men Killed and. Five Hurt 
by the Explosion. 


Pieces of the Gun Rip Through the 
Decks, Crushing Sailors — Shell 
Thought to Have Burst. 


PENSACOLA, Fla., April 9.-A disastrous 
explosion occurred on the battleship Iowa 
to-day while the vessel was at target prac- 
tice in the gulf. The forward port twelve- 
inch gun burst from the premature ex- 
plosion of a shell, twelve feet of the piece 
outside the turret being demolished. Three 
men were killed and five injured, two seri- 
ously. 

The killed are First Class Seaman Kiele, 
Ordinary Seaman Percell, and Gunner's 
Mate Berry, The injured are: First Class 
Seaman Gaught, Ordinary Seamen Thurs- 
dale, Brown, Mansdale, and Purucker. 

These men were on the second, or gun, 
deck, at mess. Three pieces of the ex- 
ploded gun, each weighing over a ton, 
passed downward through the spar deck, 
fallilng upon them. 

The heavy missiles after passing through 
the gun deck, continued down to the third 
deck, where they came in contact with the 
armored deck. The heavy steel brought 
them to a stop, saving the engineers and 
firemen who were at work below. Although 
the upper decks were covered with men 
no one there was seriously injured. 

The explosion occurred just as the mess 
call had been sounded. Firing was to have 
ceased after that shot. The ‘range had 
been set, and the Iowa was steaming along 
speed of twelve knots an hour when 
Ijeut. Reed, in charge of the forward 
twelve-inch turret, gave orders to load and 
fire. The time fuse was cut for the range, 
the piece charged, breech closed, and the 
word given to fire. 

Following the report 
was a smothered noise 
ploded midway in the gun, 
the bursted gun and shell were scattered 
bronzdcast. Three great holes were torn 
through the deck. Those who were below 
hurried to the deck, some badly hurt, 
while, lying on the floor, crushed almost 
beyond recognition, were the three unfor- 
tunate men. 

The Massachusetts, six miles distant, was 
signalled for aid, and one of the cutters 
pur off with the surgeon and assistants. 
The wounded men were taken to the hos- 
pitai and their injuries dressed. The dead 
were brought to Pensacola. 

Some officers assert that the explosion 
was caused by a defective shell, and others 
thiuk that the frequent firing of the pieces 
at Culebra during the Winter added to 
the work done here during the last ten 
days, so strained the piece that the force 
of the charge burst the gun.

JOPLIN, Mo., April 9.—It is reported here 
that a tornado struck Altamont, Kan., fifty 
miles west of here, at 4 o'clock this after- 
noon. Many houses, it is said, were blown 
down, and many persons were killed, 

The news was partly confirmed by a train 
by whom a funnel-shaped cloud was 
viewed for many miles in Kansas in the 
vicinity of Oswego. What is sappooed to 


be the tail end of the storm struck Galena, 
unroofing houses and doing other damage. 


NEGROES AND SUFFRAGE. 
Henry Watterson Would’ Eliminate 


Black Race from Politics. 


CHICAGO, April 9.—Republicans of the 
Hamilton Club to-night listened to a speech 
on the negro question from Henry Watter- 
who appealed to them to recognize 
that the negroes are not fit to vote. He 
spoke on “ Peace Between the Sections.” 
He dwelt on the harmony existing between 
the North and the South, and said that 
the only ‘‘ cause of present disturbance is 


7 everlasting. ever-present negro ques- 
on.”’ 

“After thirty years of observation, ex- 
perience, and reflection, always directed 
from a sympathetic point of view,’’ he con- 
tinued, “‘I am forced to agree with the 
Secretary of War that negro suffrage is a 
failure. It is a fatlure because the South- 
ern blacks are not equal to it. It is a fail- 
ure because the Southern whites will not 
have it. 

“The negro can never become in any 
beneficent, or genuine sense, an integral 
and recognized part of the body politic ex- 
cept through the forces of evolution, which 
are undoubtedly at work, but which in the 
nature of the case must needs go exceed- 
ingly slow. Where there is one negro fit 
for citizenship, there are myriads of negroes 
wholly unfit.

HOWZE DEMANDS AN INQUIRY. 


Army Officer Accused of Cruelty to 
Filipinos Asks That an Investi- 
gation Be Made. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—Major Robert 
L. Howze, commanding the Porto Rico 
regiment, arrived in Washington to-day, 
and immediately demanded a court of in- 
qguiry. He was mentioned in the report of 
Gen. Miles and charged with great cruelties 
to Filipinos while in command of a post 
in the extreme north of Luzon. 

It was asserted that he caused several 
Fifipinos to be beaten to death. One case 
was cited as espec@fily revolting. 

It is said that Major Swigert reported to 


the War Department that in the absence of 
Major Howze he caused the body of this 
particular Filipino to be disinterred and ex- 
amined. The medical officers, he reported, 
found no marks of violence whatever upon 
the corpse, but did find that the man died 
from an aggravated case of acute Bright's 
disease, everal other bodies were ex- 
humed, but bore no marks of violence. 


CHICAGO’S RAILWAY FIGHT. 


Iinois Senate Passes Bill Permitting 
Municipal Seizure of Trac- 
tion Property.

CHICAGO, April 9.—The passage of the 
Mueller bill to-day by the Senate is consid- 
ered by members of the City-Council, Mayor 
Harrison, und the Stewart-Harrison Com- 
mittee of Fifty as a long step toward mu- 
nicipal ownership of street railways. As a 
result, the campaign to bring about favor- 
able action in the lower house will be con- 
tinued with renewed vigor.

The present bill contains a provision that 
any city under the act “shall have the 
power to take, hold, and acquire any and 
all necessary property and real estate, 
either by purchase or by condemnation, in 
the manner provided by law for the taking 
and condemning of private property for 
public use.” 

It is held by many attorneys that this 
might leave a loophole for the companies 
to fight the law on the ground that exist- 
ing franchises give them rights to use their 
property for ‘‘ public use."" The amendment 
will be so drawn as to allow the condemn- 
ation of.‘ franchises and private property "’ 
for public use. In this way, it is said, all 
possible dangers will be effectively elimi- 
nated.

The most serious reflection upon the Gov- 
ernor in the report is in relation to the at- 
tempted sale by Louis Altheimer of the 
Haywood plantation to the State for a con- 
vict farm. Mr. Altheimer testified that his 
figures for the farm were at first $92,500, 
which he reduced, at the instance of the 
Governor, to $87,500, and that the day the 
board held a meeting to consider this prop- 
osition he gave the Governor another prop- 
osition in writing to sell the farm for $75,- 
000, The records of the board fail to show 
that the Governor ever submitted this last 
proposition to it.

ATTACK ON NON-UNION MEN. 


Pittsburg Bridge Strikers Prevent 
Imported Workmen from 
Leaving Cars. 

Special to The New York Times, 
PITTSBURG, April 9.—One striker was 
painfully hurt and more than 120 non-union 


men were thrown into a panic as the re- 
sult of an attempt of the striking struct- 
ural iron workers and bridgemen to gain 
admittance to passenger cars, in which 
non-union men were brought to Pittsburg 
from Baltimore this morning. 


When the train reached Union Station 
pickets of strikers boarded the cars before 


the train came to a standstill. They tried 
to open the doors, but fourd them bolted 
from inside. The detectives then dashed 
for the doors and the passengers became 
panic stricken, One of the detectives tried 
to throw a striker from the latform. 
The men grappled and the striker was 
forced to the steps, when the officer kicked 
him in the chest.

KEENE POOL DISSOLVED 


One of the Most Disastrous in 
the Street’s History. 


THE LOSS OVER $2;800,000 


James R. Keene Makes Accounting of 
Southern Pacific Operations— 
Some of His Associates 
Not Actual Losérs, 


The famous 400,000-share Southern Pa- 
cific pool, James R. Keene, manager, ex- 
pires to-day by limitation with a heavy 
loss. Because of the fact that to-day is 
a holiday, the pool actually expired yes- 
terday, the various members of it receiving 
their long-looked for ‘‘ accounting"? from 
the pool manager. 

According to Mr. Keene’s figures, as sent 
to the members, the pool's losses, estimated 
at last night's closing prices for Southern 
Pacific, 96%, foot up. $2,800,237. Inasmuch 
as the pool is understood to have been 
composed of twenty-four members, the 
average individual loss is figured to be an 
odd $116,676. This, however, is not an ac- 
curate individual statement, because some 
members of the pool carried more stock 
than others. The heaviest holdings are un- 
derstood to have been those of Talbot J. 
Taylor & Co. Nor does this take into ac- 
count the personal holdings of Mr. Keene, 
for these are apart from the pool stock, 
and, according to Mr. Keene's own stdte- 
ments, are not for sale. 

It seems, according to the official figures 
as given out by Mr. Keene, that, though 
the pool might have acquired 400,000 shares, 
as a matter of fact only 244,400 shares 
were bought. Their total cost was $16,- 
669,937.66—or an average of approximately 
$68.20 per share. With the closing price 
last night atfO6%, it will be seen that the 
market value of these shares now is $13,- 
$69,700—a shrinkage of $2,800,237. 

This is set out in detail in the accounting 
tables. The first of these shows the total 
stock bought, and when, and the average 
price paid, (the figures are Mr. Keene’s,) 
as follows:

As will be seen from these figures, the 
pool began operations in February of 1902, 
in which month it acquired 58,450 shares, 
and -continued to buy up to December of 
last year. The highest price paid was in 
August, when the average was 78.89—the 
highest the stock ever sold was 81%—while 
the lowest was in December last, when the 
stock and the general market began to 
siump. 

The pool members were called upon early 
in March to receive stock on their pool ac- 
count, thus relieving the pool manager of 
the burden of carrying the stock, (particu- 
larly heavy when later in the year money 
rates were decidedly high,) and continued 
so to be called upon during April and May, 
but not again until September. Their in- 
terest charges, therefore, would add fur- 
ther to the cost of their stock, making their 
loss actually greater than appears from 
Mr. Keene's figures.

Certain of its members, however, are not 
so badly off as might appear, for they were 
shrewd enough to see the crash coming 
and accordingly sold stock against their 
pool holdings—went personally short, in 
other words, against their pool stock, 
Hence, while nominally pool losers, they 
actually were not, through their personal 
commitments. But at best this kind of 
selling was not as freely indulged in as 
many people in the Street believe. 

With the pool dissolved, the original 
members are now free to do as they will 
with the stock that they control. Some 
days ago the fear was expressed that most 
of this stock might be thrown upon the 
market whatever the price, but there is 
now said to be little reason to apprehend 
any such development, it being pointed out 
that the present price is in the _neighbor- 
hood of the price at which the Union Pa- 
cific people bought their extensive holdings. 


CORRUPTION CHARGED IN 
NEW YORK POST OFFICE. 


Department to Investigate Allegations 
of “ Rake-Off” from Employes Who 
Got Increased Salaries.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—An anonymous 
letter was received to-day at the Postal 
Office Department from New York, giving 
details in regard to alleged malversation of 
funds by department officials which will 
be made the subject of further investiga- 
tion by the detectives of the department. 

The writer says he is an employe of the 
New York Post Office, and his disclosures 
are sald to present evidences of correct in- 


formation. The principal charge is that 
a well-known official in the New York Of- 


fice was a party to the arrangement for 
advances in salary’and promotions of offi- 
cials and clerks, and that increases of com- 
pensation were made with the understand- 


ing that there should be a “‘rake-off" of 


25 per cent. of thie advance. The number of 
cases of this character Is said to be very 
large.

Her $18,169 for Personal Injury.

DAKOTA DIVORCE QUESTIONED. 


Connecticut Judge Expected to Hand 
Down an important Decision on 
This Point Soon. 


Special to The New York Times. 

STAMFORD, Conn., April 9.—Of marked 
interest to theMaity, as well as to the law- 
yers, will be a decision that Judge William 
S Case of the Superior Court is expected 
to hand down within the next ten days. It 
will furnish a precedent on the question 
whether Dakota divorces shall be held as 
valid in Connecticut. 

Judge Case has before him the suit of 
Samuel Andros Weed of Norwalk, who 
seeks a divorce from his wife, who was 
Daisy Gardner Weed. The couple were 
married in 1889, and Mrs, Weed left her 
husband in 1897 and got a divorce in North 
Dakota, after living at Fargo the required 
er days. Five months later she was 
married to Charles Franklin Bates of Mor- 
ristown, N. J., and two children were born 
to this couple. 

Mr. Weed brought his suit a year ago, 
and in reply to it Mrs. Bates filed the de- 
cree of the North Dakota court. The law- 
yers for Mr. Weed demurred to this, on 
the ground that it was not valid in the 
State of Connecticut. 


TUNNEL VERDICT REVERSED. 


Jury in the Supreme Court Had Award- 
ed Edward C. Hinsdale’s Widow 
$40,000. 


The judgment on a verdict for $40,000, 
awarded by a jury in the Supreme Court 
to Mrs. ‘Christine H. Hinsdale in her suit 
against the New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Company to recover dam- 
ages for the death of her husband, Edward 
C. Hinsdalé, who was killed in the tunnel 
accident in January, 1902, was yesterday 
reversed by the Appellate Division. The 
court holds, by Justice Ingraham, that the 
jury skould not have been allowed to base 
their verdict on testimony as to what sum 
would be sufficlent to procure for Mr. 
Hinsdale an annuity equal to the amount 
of his yearly income for the number of 
years that he would probably have lived 
had his life not been cut short by the 


accident. 

Mr. Hinsdale atthe time of his death 
was in the employ of the Morton Trust 
Company at a salary of $2,200 a year. As 
a notary he received $150 annually. He was 
Treasurer of a corporation at a yearly sal- 
ary of $1,000, Between July 1, 1894, and 
Jan. 1, 1902, he earned about $14,000 or 
$15,000 on real estate loan transactions. 
He was also interested in a postage stamp 
purchase venture. The evidence as to what 
sum would purchase an annuity for a man 
of Mr. Hinsdale’s age could only have been 
admissible, said. Justice Ingraham, on the 
theory that the plaintiff was entitled to 
recover such a sum, and nothing is more 
certain than that such a rule is not the 
basis tipon which the jury Wéte to deter- 
mine the amount to be awarded. The jury 
could only give what would be a fair and 
just compesation for the pecuniary injuries 
resulting from the decedent's death. 

‘While the amount of the salary or earn- 
ings of a decedent,’ continued Justice In- 

raham, ‘“‘ and the probable duration of his 
life, are competent evidence to enable the 
jury to estimate the probable loss caused 
to the widow or next of kin of the decedent 
by his death, it is quite clear that a verdict 
for the total amount that the decedent 
would earn during the period that his life 
should continue would be grossly exces- 
sive.”’ 

Mrs. Hinsdale was forty-five years old 
when her husband was killed, and his 
mother, his next of kin, seventy-eight. 


FIRE SCARES HOTEL GUESTS. 


Apartment House Tenants Rush to the 
Street — Trolley Cars “Blocked— 
Actual Damage Slight. 


Fire was discovered shortly before mid- 
night last night in the cellar of the An- 
toinette Apartments, at 54 East Fifty- 
ninth Street, next to the Hotel Roland and 
near the temporary quarters of the Seven- 


ty-first Regiment. 

The fire was in a pile of rubbish, and the 
apartments were soon filled with smoke. 
The janitor, Joseph Howard, who discov- 
ered the blaze, notified Policeman Dent of 
the East Sixty-seventh Street Station, who 
turned in an alarm. The policeman then 
returned to the house, and, with the aid of 
Howard, awakened the tenants, 

There was a great deal of excitement, 
and many ran to the street. Guests in 
the Hotel Roland were awakened by the 
noise of the fire engines, and there was 
a slight panic in the hotel. This was sub- 
dued, however, by the bellboys, who ran 
through the halls assuring the guests that 
there was no danger. The fire was con- 
fine@ to the cellar of the Antoinette, and 
the police report that no damage was done 
to the building. 

No one was overcome with smoke and no 
one was injured in the apartments, but 
many had a bad scare. The Fifty-ninth 
Street crosstown and Madison Avenue cars 
were blocked fer about twenty minutes,

RAILROAD MERGER 
DECLARED ILLEGAL 


Government Wins Against North- 
ern Securities Company. 


Holding Corporation Must Return 
Stock to Original Owners, 


Judges of Circuit Court of Appeals 
Unanimous in the Decision — Case 
to be Carried to the Supreme 
Court at Once. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., April 9.—The posffion 
of the United States Government in the suit 
brought against the Northern Securities 
Company, the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern Railways, and individual officials 
and Directors of those companies was sus- 
tained in the aecision handed down in the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals in 
this city to-day. 

The case was originally brought in the 
United States Circuit Court here, but under 
a special act of Congress was taken at once 
to the Circuit Court of Appeals, which court 
was to expedite the hearing and decision of 
the case in every manner possible. The tak- 
ing of testimony in this city and New York 
lasted for several weeks and the arguments 
in St. Louis before Circuit Judges Caldwell, 
Sanborn, Thayer, and Van Devanter took 
several days. The decision of the court 
was written by Judge Thayer and was filed 
in this city, where the original action was 
instituted. An dppeal to the United States 
Supreme Court will be taken immediately. 
All four Judges concurred in the conclu- 
sions of the court, which were set forth by 
Circuit Judge Thayer as follows: 


TEXT OF THE DECISION, 


is a bill, exhibited by the United 
States, to restrain the violation of an act 
of Congress approved July 2, 1890, (26 St., 
2,209 C., 647,) entitled ‘‘An act to protect 
trade and commerce against unlawful re- 
straints and monopolies,’ which is common- 
ly termed the Sherman Anti-Trust act. The 
case was heard before a Circuit Court com- 
posed of the four Circuit Judges of the 
Eighth Circuit, pursuant to the provisions 
of a recent act of Congress approved Feb. 
11, 19038, which requires such cases to be 
heard “‘ before not less than three of the 
Circuit Judges” of the circuit where the 
suit is brought, when the Attorney General 
files with the Clerk of the Court wherein 
the case is pending a certificate that it is 
one of ‘“‘ general public importance."" Such 
certificate has been filed, and in accord- 
ance with the mandate of the statufe the. 
case “‘ has been given preceuence over oth- 
ers and in every way expedited.” 

From admissions made by the pleadings 
as well as from much oral testimony, we 
reach the following conclusions as respects 
matters of fact: Two of the defendants, 
namely the Northern Pacific Railway Com- 
pany and the Great Northern Railway Com- 
pany, are the owners respectively of lines 
of railroad which extend from the cities of 
Duluth, St. Paul, and Minneapolis, in the 
State of Minnesota, thence across the con- 
tinent to Puget Sound. These roads are, 
and in public estimation have ever been, 
regarded as parailel and competing lines. 
For some years at least after they were 
built they competed with each other active- 
ly for transcontinental and inter-State traf- 
fic. In the Spring of the year of 1901 they 
united in purchasing about 98 per cent. of 
the entire capital stock of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Railway Company 
and became joint sureties for the payments 
of bonds of the last-named company, where- 
by the purchase was accomplished. which 
were to run twenty years and bear 4 per 
cent, interest per annum.’ The amount of 
stock so acquired was of the par value of 
about $107,000,000, and as it was purchased 
at the rate of $200 per share the bonded in- 
debtedness of the two companies was thus 
increased to the extent of $200,000,000. 

Subsequent to the acquisition of the stock 
of the Burlington Company and in the 
Summer of the year 1901, certain large and 
influential stockholders of the Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern Companies, 
who had practical control of the two roads 
and who have been made parties defend- 
ant to the present bill, acting in concert 
with each other, conceived the design of 
placing a very large majority of the stock 
of both of the last-named companies in the 
hancs of a single owner. To this end these 
stockholders arranged and agreed with 
each other to procure and cause the for- 
mation of a corporation under the laws of 
the State of New Jersey, which latter com- 
pany, when organized, should buy all, or 
at least the greater part. of the stock of 
the Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
Ccempanies. The individuals who con- 
ceived and promoted this plan agreed with 
each other to exchange their respective 
holdings of stock in the last-named rail- 
road companies for the stock of the New 
Jersey Company, when the same should 
be fully organized, and to use their in- 
fluence to induce other stockholders tn 
their respective companies to do likewise, 
to the end that the New Jersey company 
might become the sole owner of the whole 
oc at least a major portion of the stock 
of both railroad companies. 


Party to the Scheme. 


in accordance with this plan the defend- 
ant, the Northern Securities Company, 
(hereafter termed the Securities Company,) 
was organized under the laws of the State 
of New Jersey on Nov. 13, 1901, with a 
capital stock of $400,000,000, that sum being 
the exact amount required to purchase the 
total stock of the two railroad companies 


at the price agreed to be paid therefor. 
When the Securities Company was organ- 
ized it assented to and became a party to 
the scheme that had been devised by its 
promoters before it became a legal entity. 
Very shortly after its organization, the 
Securities Company acquired a large ma- 
jority of all the stock of the Northern 
Pacific Company at the rate of $115 per 
share, paying therefor in its own stock at 
par. At the same time it acquired about 
£00,000 shares of the stock of the Great 
Northern Company from those stockhold- 
ers of that company who had been instru- 
mental in organizing the Securities Com- 
paying therefor at the rate of $180 
its own stock at par 
to make the purchase. The Securities 
Company subsequently made further pur- 
chases of stock of the Great Northetn Com- 
pany at the same rate, and in about three 
months had acquired stock of the latter 
company amounting, at par, to about ~~ 
$04,000,000, using for that purpose ite owe: a 
stock to the amount of about $171, 000. 
The Securities Company was enabled to 
make the subsequent purchase of stock-

Violation Is Obvious. 


Taking the foregoing propositions 
granted, because they have been decided 
by a court whose authority is controlling, 
it is almost too plain for argument that 
the defendants would have violated 
anti-trust act if they had done, 
the agency of natural persons, what they 
have accomplished through an artificial 
person of their own creation. That fs 
say, if the same individuals who promoted 
the Securities Company, in pursuance of a 
previous understanding or agreement so to 


do, had transferred their stock in the two | 


railroad companies to a third party or 
parties and had agreed to induce other 
shareholders to do likewise, until ma- 
jority of the stock of both companies had 
been vested in a single individual or asso- 
ciation of indivduals and had empowered 
the holder or holders to vote the stock as 
their own, receive all the dividends thereon, 
and pro-rate or divide them among all the 
stockholders of the two companies who 
had transferred their stock, the reslit 
would have been,a combination in direct 
restraint of inter-State commerce, because 
it would have placed in the hands of a 
small coterie of men the power to suppress 
competition between two competing inter- 
State carriers whose lines are practically 
parallel. 


_It will not do to say that, so long as each | 


railroad company has its own Board of 
Directors, they operate independently and 
are not controlled by the owner of the ma- 
jority of their stock. It is the common 
experience of mankind that the acts 
corporations are dictated and that their 
policy is controlled by those who own the 
majority of their stock. Indeed, one of 
the favorite methods in these days, and 
about the only method of obtaining control 
of a corporation, is to purchase the greater 
part of its stock. It was the method pur- 
sued by 
Northern companies to obtain contro] of 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Rail- 
road, and so long as Directors are chosen 
by stockholders. the latter will necessa- 
rily dominate the former, and in a 
sense determine all important corporate 
acts. 

The fact that the ownership of a ma- 
jority of the capital stock of a ocrporstion 
gives one the mastery and contro 
corporation was distinctly recognized and 
deciared in Pearsall vs. Great Northern 
Railway, 161 U. S., 646, 671. The same fact 
has been recognized and declared by other 
courts: Pennsvivania Railroad Company vs. 
Commonwealth, 7, atl., (Pa.,) 368, 3/1; Farm- 
ers’ Loan and Trust Company vs. New York 
and Northern Railway Company, 150 N. Y., 
410, 425; People ex rel. vs. Chicago Gas Trust 
Company. 130 Ill., 268, 22 N. E. rep., 798, 
862. In opposition to this view counsel 
cite Pullman Car Company vs. Missouri 
Pacific Company, 115, No. 587, 596, but in 
that case the meaning of the word “ con- 
trolled,”” as used in a private contract, was 
the point under consideration, and what 
was said on the subject cannot be held 
applicable to cases arising under the anti- 
trust act, when the point involved is 
whether the ownership of all the stock of 
two competing and paraliel roads vests the 
owner thereof with the power to suppress 
competition between such roads. We en- 
tertain no doubt that it does. Indeed, we 
regard suppression of competition, and to 
that extent a restraint of commerce, as the 
natural and inevitable result of such own- 
ership. 

What has been done through the organ- 
ization of the Securities Company accom- 
plishes the object, which Congress has de- 
nounced as illegal, more effectually per- 
haps than stich a combination as is last 
supposed. That is to say, by what has 
been done the power has been acquired (and 
provision made for maintaining it) to sup- 
press competition between two inter-State 
carriers, who own and operate competing 
and parallel lines of railroad. Competi- 
tion, we think. would not be more effect- 
ually restrained than it now is under and 
by force of the on arrangement, if 
the two railroad companies were construct- 
ed under a single charter. It is manifest, 
therefore, that the New Jersey charter is 
about the only shield which the defend- 
ants can interpose between themselves and 
the law. 


Not Sheltered by Charter. 


The reasoning which led to the acquisi- 
tion of that charter would seem to have 
been that, while as individuals the pro- 
moters could not, by agreement between 
themselves, place the majority of the stock 
of the two competing and parallel railroads 
in the hands of a single person or a few 
persons, giving him or them the power to 
operate the roads in harmony and stifle 
competition, yet that the same persons 
might create a purely fictitious person

the State of New Jersey did not intend to 
grant a charter under cover of which an 
object denounced by Congress as unlaw- 
ful, namely, a combination conferring the 
power to restrain inter-State commerce, 
might be formed and maintained, because 
the enabling act, under which the Securi- 
ties Company was organized, expressly de- 
clares that three or more persons may 
avail themselves of the provisions of the 
act and ‘‘ become a corporation for any 
lawful purpose.”” (Laws of New sorney 
1899, P. 473.) This language is not merely 
perfunctory; it means, obviously, that 
whatever powers the incorporators saw ‘*. 
to assume they must hold and exercise for 
the accomplishment of lawful objects The 
words in question operate, therefore, as a 
limitation upon all the powers enumerated 
in the articles of association, which were 
filed by the promoters of the Securities 
Company, so that, however extensive and 
comprehensive se powers may seem to 
be, the State of New Jersey has said ‘‘ you 
shall not exercise them so as to set at de- 
fiance any statute lawfully enacted by 
the Congress of the United States or any 
statute lawfully enacted by any State 
waepete you see fit to exercise your pow- 
But aside from this view of the subject, 
if the State of New Jersey had undertaken 
to invest the incorporators of the Secur- 
ities Company with the power to do acts 
in the corporate name, which would oper- 
ate tu restrain inter-State commerce, and, 
fur that reason, could not be done by them 
acting as an association of individuals, 
then we have no doubt that such a grant 
would have been void under the provisions 
of the Anti-Trust act, or, at least, that 
the charter could not be permitted to stand 
in the way of the enforcement of that act. 
The power of Congress over inter-State 
commerce is supreme, far-reaching, and 
acknewledges no limitations other than 
such as are prescribed in the Constitution 
itself. Gibbons vs. Ogden, 9, Wheat 1. 1f 
Ccunty of Mobile, vs. Kimball, 102 U. 8. 
G91, 696, 697; Champion vs. Ames, U. &., 
(decided Feb. 23, 1908.) No legislation on 
the part of a State can curtail or interfere 
with its exercise; and in view of repeated 
dec's‘ons no one can deny that it is a 
legitimate exercise of the power in ques- 
tien for Congress to say that neither natu- 
nor artificial persons can combine or 
conspire in any form whatever to place 
restraints on inter-State trade or com- 
merce United States vs. Trans-Missouri 
Freight Association. 166 U. S.. 290: United 
States vs. Joint Traffic Association, 171 
505; Addiston Pipe and Steel Com- 
pany vs. United States, 175 U. 8., 211. 

It is urged, however, that such a combi- 
nation of adverse interests as was formed,

‘The cases cited above and on which re- 
fiance is placed to sustain the view that 
the restTaint imposed is merely indirect, 
remote, incidental, or collateral, are 
relevant, for, as was fully explained in 
Addiston Pipe and Steel Company vs. Unit- 
ed States, 175, U. 8., 211, 238, 240, 243, one of 
these cases (United States vs. E. C. Knight 
Company) deait only with a combination 
within a State to obtain a practical monop- 
oly of the manufacture of sugar. and it 
was held that the combination only related 
to manvfacture and not to commerce 
among the States or with foreign nations; 
that the fact that an article was manufac- 
tured for export to another State did nat 
make ‘it an afticle of Inter sBtate cont 
before ‘transportation had been begun, or 
necessarily subject it to Federal control; 
and that the fact of the combination then 
under consideration on inter-State com- 
merce Was at most only incidental and col- 
lateral. But while commenting on its pre- 
vious decision in United States vs. E. C. 
Knight Company, the court took occasion 
to say, in Addiston Pipe and Steel Com- 
pany vs. United States, 175 U. S., 246. when 
a contract is made for the sale and delivery 
of an article in another State, the transac- 
ticn is one of inter-State commerce, al- 
though the vender has also agreed to man- 
ufacture the article so sold; and that com- 
binations to control and monopolize such 
transactions would be in restraint of inter- 
State commerce. 

In the other cases (Hopkins vs. United 
States and Anderson vs. tnited States) it 
was hela that the business of the members 
of the Kansas City Live Stock Exchange, 
which was’ under consideration thy 
court, was not inter-State commerce, ahd 
that the act did not affect them, and that 
even if they were so affected the particu- 
lar agreement which was involved did not 
operate as a restraint of inter-State com- 
merce. We fali to find in either of these 
cases any suggestion that a combination 
such as the one in hand, the object and 
necessary effect of which is to give to a 
single person or to a coterie of persons full 
control of all the means of transportation 
owned by two competing and parallell lines 
of road engaged in inter-State commerce, 
as well as the power to fix the rate for the 
transportation of persons and roperty, 
does not directly and immediately affect 
inter-State commerce. No combination, as 
it would seem, could more immediately af- 
fect it. 

Again it is urged, tentatively, that if the 
existing combination. which the Govern- 
ment seeks to have dissolved. is held to be 
one in violation of the Anti-Trust act and 
unlawful, then the act unduly restricts the 
right of the individual to make contracts, 
buy and sell property. and is invalid for 
that reason. Vith reference to this con- 
tention, it might be suggested (as it has 
been by the Government) that as the situs 
of the stock which the Securities Company 
has bought is in the States of Wisconsin 
and Minnesota, which respectively char- 
tered the Northern Pacific and the Great 
Northern Companies and the stock owes 
its being to the laws of those States, and 
as each State has forbidden the construc- 
tion of competing and parallel lines of rail- 
road therein, and has likewise prohibited 
any construction of the “ stock and fran- 
chise * of such roads, the contention last 
mentioned is entitled to little consideration 
in the case at bar, but waiving and tgnor- 
ing this suggestion, the argument ad- 
vanced in behalf of the defendants ts met 
and answered. so far as this court is con- 
cerned, by the decision in Addiston Pipe 
and Stee! Company vs. United States, i175 
Tl’. S., 228, 229, where it is said inter alia, 
‘under this grant of power to Congress, 
(the power to regulate commerce hetween 
several States and with foreign na- 
tions,) that body, in our judgment. may 
enact such legislation as declare void and 
nrohibit the performance of any contract 
individuals or cornorations where 
the natural and direct effect of such a 
contract will be. when carried out, to di-

Does Not Limit Congress. 


“We do not assent to the correctness of 
the proposition that the constitutional 
guarantee of liberty to the individual to 
enter into private contracts limits the 
power of Congress and prevents it from 
legislating on the subject of contracts of 
the class mentioned. * * * 

“TIt-has been held that the word ‘ liberty,’ 
as used in the Constitution, was not to be 
confined to the mere liberty of persons, but 
included, among others, a right to enter 
into certain classes of contracts for the 


purpose of enabling the citizen to carry on 
his business; * * * but ft has never been, 
and, in our opinion ought not to be, held 
that the word included the right to enter 
into private coritracts upon all subjects, no 
matter what their nature, and wholly irre- 
spective, among other things, of the fact 
that they would, if performed, result in the 
regulation of inter-State commerce and in 
violation of any act of Congress upon that 
subject. The provision of the Constitution 
does not, as we believe, exclude Congress 
from legislating with regard to contracts 
of the above nature, while in the exercise 
of its constitutional right to regulate com- 
merce among the States. On the contrary, 
we think the provision regarding the liber- 
ty of the citizen is to some extent limited 
by the commerce clause of the Constitution, 
and .that the power of Congress to regu- 
late inter-State commerce comprises the 
right to enact a law prohibiting the citizen 
from entering into those private contracts 
which directly and subs“ntially, and not

We cannot so enlarge the scope of the lan- 
guage of the Constitution regarding the lib- 
erty of the citizen as to held that it in- 
cludes, or that it was intended to include, a 
right to make a contract which, in fact, 
restrained and regulated inter-Btate com- 
merce, notwithstandin Congress, ro- 
ceeding under the constitutional provisions 
giving to it the power to regulate that 
commerce, had prohibited such contracts, 

These observations, as a matter of course, 
preclude further controversy over the power 
of Congress to limit, to some extent, the 
right to make contracts when enacting laws 
for the regulation of commerce between 
the States. 

\earned counsel for the defendants fur- 
ther contend as follows: That the anti- 
trust law was not intended to include or 
prohibit combinations looking to the virtual 
consolidation of parallel and competing 
lines of railroad, although such a combi- 
nation operates to stifle competition; that 
no relief can be granted to the Government 
in this instance, Neaune the combination or 
conspiracy of which it complains has ac- 
complished jts purpose, to wit: the or- 
ganization of the Securities Company and 
the lodgment of the majority of the stock 
of the two railroad companies in its hands 
before the bill was filed; and, finally, that 
the combination proved was one “ formeu 
in aid of commerce and not to restrain it '’; 
in other words, it was one formed to en- 
large the volume of tnter-State traffic and 
thus benefit the public. 

The court cannot assent to either of these 
propositions. The first, we think, is clearly 
untenable, for the reasons already stated 
and fully disclosed in the decisions hereto- 
fore cited. Concerning the second conten- 
tion, we observe that it would be a novel, 
not to say absurd, interpretation of the 
Anti-Trust act to hold that, after an un- 
lawful combination is formed and has ac- 
quired the power which it had no right to 
acquire, namely, to restrain commerce by 
suppressing competition, and is proceedin 
to use it und execute the purpose for whic 
the combination was formed, it must be 
left in possession of the power it has ac- 
quired with full freedom to exercise it. Ob- 
viously the act, when fairly interpreted, 
will bear no such construction. Congress 
aimed to destroy the power to place any 
direct restraint on inter-State trade or com- 
merce, when by any combination or con- 


| spiraey, formed by either natural or arti- 


ficlal persons, such a power had been ac- 
quired; and the Government may intervene 
and demand relief as well after the combi- 
nation is fully organized, as while it ts in 
process of formation. In this instance, as 
we have already said, the Securities Com- 
pany made itself a party to a combination 
in restraint of inter-State commerce, that 
antedated its organization as soon as it 
came into existence, doing so, of course, 
under the direction of the very individuals 
who promoted it. 


Question of Motives. 


Relative to the third contention, which 
has been pressed with great zeal and ability 
this may be said: It may be that such a 
virtual consolidation as parallel and com- 
peting lines of railroads as has been ef- 
fected, taking a broad view of the situation, 
is beneficial to the public rather than harm- 
ful, It may be that the motives which in- 


spired the combination by which this end 
was accomplished were wholly laudable 
and unselfish; that the combination was 
formed by the individual defendants to pro- 
tect great interests which had been com- 
mitted to their charge; or that the combi- 
nation was the initial and necessary step 
in the accomplishment of great designs, 
which, if carried out as they were con- 
ceived, would prove to be of inestimable 
value to the communities which those roads 
serve and to the country at large. 

We shall neither affirm nor deny either 


and some of them. involvé ques- 
tions which are not within the province of 
any court to decide, involving.as they do 
questions of public policy which Congress 
must determine. It is our duty to ascertain 
whether the proof discloses a combination 
in direct restraint of inter-State commerce, 
that is to say, a combination whereby the

between two or more competing 
and parallel lines of railroad engaged in 
inter-State commerce If it does disclose 
such a combination, and we have little hes- 
answering this question in the 
then the Anti-Trust act, as it 
has been heretofore interpreted by the court 
last resort, has been violated, and the 
Government is entitled to a decree. 

A decree in favor of the United States 
will spcontingly be entered to the follow- 
ing effect: Adjudging that the stock of 
the Northern Pacitic and Great Northern 
Comyenties, now held by the 
Company, was acquired in virtue of a com- 
bination among the defendants in restraint 
of trade and commerce among the several 
States, such as the Anti-Trust act de- 
ncuncer as illegal; enjoining the Securities 
Company from acquiring or attempting to 
acquire further stock of.either of sald cém- 
panies: also enjoining it from voting such 
stock at any meeting of the stockholders 
of either of said railroad companies or 
exercising or attempting to exercise any 
control. direction, or supervision or influ- 
erce over the acts of said companies, or 
either of them, by virtue of Its holding 
such stock; enjoining the Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern Companies, respective- 
ly, their officers, Directors, and agents 
from poreeitene such stock to be voted by 
the Northern Securities Company or any 
of its agents or allies on its behalf at any 
corporate election for Directors or officers 
of either of said companies, and Itkewilse 
enjoining them from paying any dividends 
to the Securities Company on account of 
said stock, or permitting or suffering the 
Securities Company to exercise any con- 
trol whatsoever over the corporate acts o 
said companies or to direct the policy o 
either; and, finally, permitting the Secur- 
ities Company to return and transfer to 
the stockholders of the Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern Companies any and 
all shares of stock of those companies 
which {t may have received from such 
stockholders in exchange for its own stock, 
or to make such transfer and assignment 
to such person or persons as are now the 
helders and owners of its own stock orig- 
inally issued in exchange for the stock of 
said companies.

MAY HEAR APPEAL IN FALL. 


Unlikely That Railway Case Can Be 
Brought Before Supreme Court 
at This Regular Term. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—Unless there is 
very great expedition in bringing the mer- 
ger to the United States Supreme 
Court, and also in its consideration there- 
after, the Supreme Court will not pass on 
the case during the present term. 

The court will adjourn finally the latter 


part of May, and will not convene again 
until next October. Of the remaining time 
of this term only the next three weeks will 
be devoted to argument, as the call of the 
docket will be suspended Friday, May 1. 
It is considered impossible that the papers 
can be put in shape and the case prepared 
for consideration of the court within that 
time. 

The court, however, sometimes has made 
a special arrangement for the hearing of 
emergency cases, and this precedent may 
be followed in the present case if desired 
by all parties, and if the court should con- 
sider the exigency such as to justify it. 
Owing, however, to the importance of the 
case, to the difficulty of preparing for it, 
to the fact that the law. under which it 
must be tried is new, the time for the 
Summer adjournment is drawing near, it is 
not at all probable .that a conclusion can 
be reached during this term. The law al- 
lows thirty days for perfecting an appeal,

Views of Assistant Attorney General | 


Day, One of the Counsel—Trib- 
utes to Mr. Knox. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—Assistant At- 
torney General William A. Day, who took 
a prominent part in the argument before 
the United States Circuit Court in the 
Northern Securities merger case, in speak- 
ing of to-day's decision, sald: 

“The judgment of the court Is one of far- 
reaching consequences and reaffirms the 
right of the people to be free from monop- 
oly and establishes for all time the high 
purpose, courage, and legal wisdom of At- 
torney General Knox, 

“By this decision doubt has been re- 
solved into certainty, and all may know 
the limits to which combinations in re- 
straint of commerce may go. The com- 
bination is resolved into its original ele- 
ments, with the decree of the law that they 
shall compete. 

“One afternoon in February, 1902, Attor- 


ney General Knox publicly announced that” 


he had given an opinion to the President 
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that the Northern Securities Company, | 
which had secured control of the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific Railways, 
was an unlawful combination in restraint 
of commerce between the States and a 
monopoly, and that he would at once pre- 
pare a biil for its dissolution. 

“ When the Northern Securities Company 
was formed it produced great alarm among 
the people of the Northern tier of States, 


iying between Lake Superior and the Pa- 
cific Ocean. These States are entirely de- 
pendent upon the two roads in question 
for the transportation of their crops and 
rroducts to market. It,was regarded as 
such a menace to their prosperity that the 
(;overnors of those States met at Helena, 
Mont., to take such steps as were prac- 
ticable to prevent the consummation of the 
Proposed monopoly, and they invoked the 
alc of the Federal Gov ment to that end. 
Prior to that appeal the President had 
asked the opinion of the Attorney General 
whether the Northern Securities Company 
was in violation of any Federal law. 
Pending examination of the facts and law, 
statements were frequently made that this 
merger scheme was beyond the reach of 
the Federal power. However, the Attor- 
ney General met the situation. It was his 
judgment that the Sherman Anti-Trust. law 
hed not exhausted the power of Congress 
in contrclling and regulating combinations 
in restraint of commerce. This case, from 
the original opinion to the President, step 
by step ee every phase, has becn con- 
ducted with the advice and direction of the 
Attorney General. The patient and ex- 
heustive labors involved in his uncom- 
promisiong attitude can only be appreciat- 
el by those whom the Attorney General 
selectec as his aids in this great work. 

“Ana it was due alone to his prescience 
that the special tribunal was created to 
try this and other like cases of great pu 
lic moment. Perceiving how closely intetf- 
woven with the general presses were the 
abuses of monopoly and combination, and 
appreciating the jeopardy to commercial 
and industrial interests of long delays in 
litigation, and of doubts and uncertainties 
concerning the operation of the Anti-trust 
law, he, during the Christmas holidays, 
conceived a law which requires not less 
than three circult Jusgee. nstead of one, 
as heretofore, to speedily try such cases 
and give them precedence over ali others. 
As a result of that law, and within two 
months of its enactment, the country has 
the decision of four United States Circuit 
Judges, three of whom have had many 
years of most distinguished service on the 
bench, and who rank high among the most 
eminent Judges of our time. 

“The victory in this great case is not 
merely a legal triumph. The case has been 
fought to success that the lines of trans- 
portation for persons and property might 
be kept epee. and that legitimate compe- 
tition might prevail." 

PITTSBURG, Penn. April 91.—When in- 
formed of the decision in the Northern 
Securities merger case D. T. Watson, spe- 
cial counsel for the Government. said: 

“The credit for this victory belongs to 
Attorney General Knox. He first thought 
the case through and arriving at the con- 
clusion that the formation of the Northern 
Securities Company and its*acquisition of 
the majority of the stock of:the Great 
Northern Railway Company and the North- 
ern Pacific Railway Company was a viola- 
tion of the Sherman Anti-Trust act, he so 
positively advised the President and insti- 
tuted the case decided in St. Louls.

fully sustains him in his course." 


WALL STREET ON THE DECISION. 


J. J. Hill Says It Does Not Disturb 
Ownérship—Northern Securities Stock 
Still Considered Good Collateral. 


Wall Street did not belleve that the de- 
cision in the merger suit would be rendered 
before May, and the Street therefore was 
taken by surprise, although there is reason 
to believe that some persons were expect- 
ing developments in the case. In that re- 
spect it was remarked on that J. P. Mor- 
gan had deferred his trip for Europe, after 
having engaged passage on one of the 
iners that sailed on Wednesday last. 

The representatives of the Northern Se- 
curitles Company declared themselves to 
be greatly astonished by the decision.

** Ex-Attorney General John W. Griggs, 
Judge Young of Minnesota, .who prepared 
the brief in the case just decided, and 
others will at vunce take the necessary 
steps, and they feel that the Supreme Court 
will have to undo many things.

Prices Generally Recover, However, 
from Effect of Decision—North- 
ern Securities Falls 4 Points. 


The result of the court's decision upon 
the stock of the Northern Securities Com- 
pany itself was a drop of about 4 points 
from the price at which it was. selling 
when the first announcement of the decis- 
ion was published in the Street. 

Early in the day Northern Securities 
showed strength that was much in con- 
trast with the irregular character of the 
movements which had been occurring in the 
stock for many days past, and later in the 
day, when the announcement of the de- 
cision was being discussed, there were va- 
rious explanations offered for the advance 
which occurred in the stock during the 
first part of the day’s trading.

SKETCH OF HOLDING CONCERN. 


Northern Securities Company the Out- 
growth of J. J. Hill's Effort to 
Obtain Entrance to Chicago. 


The Northern Securities Company was 
organized under the laws of the State of 
New Jersey on Nov. 13, 1901. The object 
of the company was ‘‘to assure a stable 
and permanent management "’ for the three 


‘great railroad properties in the Northwest- 


the Northern Pacific, the Great Northern, 
and the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy. 
The idea of forming this holding company 
is supposed to have originated with James 
J. Hill, the President and chief owner of 
the Great Northern Railway. 

Mr. Hill in December, 1899, decided that 
it was necessary for the continued success 
of his line to get an entrance into Chicago. 
He tried to buy the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul, but failed. Then he attempt- 
ed to buy the Burlington and succeeded. 
When E. H. Harriman and the other inter- 
ests in the Union Pacific Railroad heard of 
this they demanded a share in the control 
to protect their interests. This was re- 
fused. Thereupon the Harriman people be- 
gan to buy into the Northern Pacific Rail- 
way, which, with the Great Northern Rail- 
way, was to have control of the Burling- 
ton. This brought about the panic of May, 
1001, The contestants for the control, 
however, came to an understanding by 


which they were all to receive an interest 
in the holding company, which would take 
over the Northern Pacific and Great North- 
ern. The holding corporation was the 
Northern Securities Company,

Soon after its organization, however, it 
was charged that the Northern Securities 
Company was not organized in good faith 
to purchase and pay for the stocks of the 
two railway companies; that it never had 
money enough to do so, and that the only 
consideration for the transfer to it of the 
shares of the two railway companies was 
the issue and delivery of its own shares in 
exchange therefor. Soon afterward three 
actions were brought in the United States 
courts to test the legality of the company. 
One suit was brought by the United States 
by Attorney General Knox, one by_ the 
State of Washington, and one by the State 
of Minnesota. “he latter case was dis- 
missed for lack of jurisdiction. 

The Washington case was argued before 
the United States Supreme Court and de- 
elsion. was reserved. The present decision 
is in the case brought by the Attorney 
General of the United States. Argument 
in this case was heard on March 18 in St. 
Louis under a spécial act of Congress. The 
case was argued before United States Cir- 
cult Judges Caldwell, Thayer, Sanborn, and 
Van Deventer. Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral J. M. Beck. W. H. Day, D. T._Wat- 
son, and United States Attorney a. Pe 
Dyer appeared for the Government, while 
John W. Griggs, George B. Young, M. D.

The unantm- 
ity with which the various States have 
legislated against the combination of com- 
peting means of transportation shows that 
such action is not the result of loca) preju- 
dice, but of the general belief that such 
monopoiies are reprehensible and that com- 
petition should remain untrammeled.”

CHARGES AGAINST MR. KOHLER 


Lawyers John C. Tomlinson and Wal- 
lace Macfarlane Say Mr: Jerome’s 
Accusations Aré False. 


Concerning, the charges made by District 
Attorney Jerome against Lawyer Edward 
J. Kohler, who was associated with John 
Cc. Tomlinson in an effort recently made to 
obtain a new trial for Albert T. Patrick, 
and whom Mr. Jerome accused of having 
appreached Detective Sergeant Brindley of 
the District Attorney’s office; through a 
third person, with an‘offer of $7,000 in re- 
turn for an affidavit showing that im- 
munity was promised to Charles F. Jones, 
the valet of Mr. Rice, Mr. Tomlinson yes- 
terday made the following statement: 

“The charges against Mr. Kohler are to 
my knowledge absolutely false. I believe 
Mr, Jerome has been grossly deceived and 
that when he learns the truth he will be 
the first to correct his mistake. The inti- 
mation in some the reports that Mr. 
Kohler’s connection with the Patrick case 
has been severed is entirely unfounded, I 
knew charges had been preferred against 
Mr. Kohler by Mr. Jerome before the 
Grievance Committee of the Bar Associa- 
tion some weeks since; that Mr. Kohler 
had denied these charges and had, through 
Mr. Wallace Macfarlane, ex-United States 
District Attorney, asked for an immediate 
hearing. A hearing was fixed for April 6, 
but was adjourned because of Mr. Kohler's 
engagements in the Court of Appeals. 

‘Jt is most unfortunate that a charge of 
this character, which has been denied, while 

ending unheard before a committee of the 

ar Association should be made the sub- 
ject of discussion in the public press. Mr. 
Kohler is a young gentleman of the high- 
est reputation at the bar, and I am at a 
loss to understand the motive that sug- 
gested the publication of these charges un- 
til their final disposition by the tribunal 
before which they were pending. My ap- 
preciation of Mr. Kohler’s ability and in- 
tegrity is so high that not only will his 
services in the Patrick case be continued, 
but I have had, since the making of these 
charges and knowing they were pending, 
occasion to avail myself of his services in 
other matters. 

* I have not the slightest doubt that when 
the facts Gre made known to the committee 
of the Bar Association Mr. Kohler will be 
promptly vindicated.”’ 

Wallace Macfarlane said: 

“It is true that District Attorney Jerome 
has brought charges against Mr. Kohler 
before the Grievance Committee of the Bar 
Association. The rules governing the ac- 
tions of the committee provide that the 
members of the association against whom 
charges are made may be represented by 
counsel. I am Mr. Kohler’s counsel in the 
matter. Mr. Kohler denies the charges 
absolutely and has requested the Grievance 
Committee to give the matter a hearing 
at the earliest practicable date. The hear- 
ing is set for April 20. 

“‘I am convinced by Mr. Kohler’'s state- 
ment that the charges are false and that 
he did nothing shat was not strictly profes- 
sional and that he was not in duty bound 
to do as counsel for Patrick. I have ad- 
vised Mr. Kohler to make no further state- 
ment in respect to these charges until the 
matter has been heard by the Grievance 
Committee. He is a young lawyer of high 
reputation at the bar. and-such charges are 
not readily to be credited.”

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BIG ARMY OF IMMIGRA 
Nine Ships Bring 12,668 Foreign- 
ers from European Ports. 


/ 
Ellis Island Officials Pass 5,830 During 
the Day—Sixty Per Cent. of 
These Bound West.~ 


No fewer than 12,668 immigrants arrived 
in this port yesterday, the largest number 
in one day recorded in the history of the 
immigration serviée. When Ellis Island 
opened for business early in the morning 
in the harbor and waiting to be transferred 
from seven ships were 8,661 steerage pas- 
sengers. The remainder arrived later, and 
with about 3,000 of those that got in early 
had to wait until to-day for a chance to 
prove their eligibility to land on American 
soil. 

The names of the ships that brought this 
great horde of foreigners into New York, 
with the number on each, follow:

Commissioner of Immigration Williams 
arrived on the island early yesterday morn- 
ing to supervise the necessary arrange- 
nents for the reception of the several thou- 
sand strangers who were awalting a chance 
to face the various boards of registry and 
inspection.on the island. The first thing 
Mr. Williams did was to issue instructions 
to the officials in charge of the transporta- 
tion of immigrants from the ships to the 
island that only 5,000 were to be landed 


during the day. Subsequently, however, 
this number was increased by about 800. 
Mr. Moore, who has charge of the harbor 
transportation work, landed these new- 
comers in batches of about 1,500 each, and 
by 9 o'clock Ellis Island was about the 
Lusiest place in New York. The Inspectors 
found thé task one that taxed them to the 
utmost, but by noon they had thinned the 
crowd down to about 2,500. In all during 
the day there pasSed through the bureau 
5,830 people, leaving over 7,000 to be attend- 
ed to to-day. 

The immigrants came from all over Eu- 
rope, Italy sending the largest number, 
about 4,500 being natives of that country. 
The rest were Germans, Frenchmen, 
Swedes, Irishmen, and Englishmen, with a 
few Scotchmen, Norwegians, and Russians 
scattered’ among them. The Swedes, who 
numbered about 1,000, were pronounced 
“an unusually fine lot, in fact, the whole in- 
vading army was said to ayerage up un- 
commonly well. A fact that occasioned 
much comment on Ellis Island was that 
there were no Jews among the arrivals. 
This was due, it was said, to the approach- 
ing festivities of Pdssover Week, the Jew- 
ish religion forbidding travel during that 
season, 

Of those examined yesterday about 60 per 
cent. were consigned to the railroads: for 
transportation to various parts of the coun- 
try, principally the West, where they will 
work on farms. About noon the railroad 
agents on the island informed the restau- 
rant department that they would require a 
few lunches for their passengers. Hudgins 
& Dumas, who do the catering on the isl- 
and, soon found that they had a tough 
problem to solve, but they managed to ful- 
fill their contract on time, and each went 
away with his or her lunch. Here is 
what was required to make up the neces- 
sary lunches: 

Eight thousand pies, 5,000 pounds of 
tread, 5,000 pounds of bologna sausage, and 
40 barrels of apples. 

Besides providing for these railroad trav- 
elers, the restaurant people had to feed 
several thousand persons who did not leave 
the_island 

In Battery Park there gathered early in 
the day several thousand people anxious to 
get a chance to go over to the island to 
avelcome relatives or friends. The police 
handled the crowd with good judgment, and 
few if any managed to get within the Barge 
Office gate who were not provided with 
the required pass from the steamship 
companies.

Two new transatlantic liners arrived here 
yesterday, having completed their maiden 
westwarea passages of the Atlantic. The 
Hellig Olav, the latest addition to the 
flect of the Scandanavian-American Line, 
was one of the vessels, the other being the 
Fabre liner Germania. 

‘he Hellig Olav was built on the Clyde, 
and is a vessel of 6,060 tong net and 10,085 


tons gross register. -She is 515 feet long, 
5S feet beam, and 41 feet depth of hold. 
S®e is a twin screw and has accommoda- 
tions for 206 cabin and aboyt 1,300 -steer- 


age passengers. 

The Germania is a sister ship of the 
Roma, which recently went into commis- 
sich. and was bullt at Marseilles. She has 
a net tonnage of 2,200 and a gross ton- 
nage of 5,253 tons. She has aecommoda- 
tions for 45 cabin and about 1,400 steerage 
passengers. 


RAREST SALAMANDERS HERE. 


Three specimens of what is considered 
the rarest salamander in existence were 
received at the New York Aquarium yes- 
terday. They are known as the Typhlo- 
molge Rathbodni, the last word being a 
Latinization of the name of Richard Rath- 
bone, the Assistant Secretary of the Smith- 
sonian Institution at Washington, are 


found in only one part of the world, and 
are the only live ones that have ever been 
offered for exhibition. 

The salamanders were discovered in an 
artesian well owned by the United States 
Fish Cemmission at San Marcos, Texas. 
The well is 188 feet deep and the discovery 
that it is inhabited by the Rathboni fam- 
ily has caused the officials of the Fish 
Commission to conclude that the bottom 
of the well is in some manner, as yet un- 
explained, connected with a subterranean 
cavern. Other specimens of the Rathboni 
huve been drawn from the well and are 
now preserved in alcohol at the Smithson- 
jan Institution. 

They are of a pinkish white color, some- 
what similar to the axolotl family, and like 
the fish that inhabit the Mammoth Cave 
of Kentucky, are eyeless. Unlike other 
species of the salamander family they have 
gills. They have a broad shovel-shaped 
head, and their body is shaped something 
like that of a fish. They also have four 
skeleton-like legs that are belleved to be 
utilized as feelers, since they propel them- 
selves entirely with a short stubbed-shaped 
thing that looks something like a tall, al- 
though it is not, strictly speaking, such an 
appendage, according to Mr. Spencer, the 
Superintendent of the aquarium. 

The Rathboni are not on exhibition as 
yet. They are kept for the present In tanks 
in the private room above the main office 
of the institution, where in order to see 
them it is necessary to get 'the permission 
of Mr. Spencer. As they have never been 
known to survive any length of time in 
the light, Mr. Spencer would appreciate 
any suggestion for obviating this danger 
and at the same time permitting the pub- 
lic to see them. 


AUSTRIAN’S NOVEL FEAT. 


Anton Hanslian, an Austrian, who is en- 
gaged in the pleasant occupation of push- 
ing his wife and five-year-old daughter 
around the world in a perambulator, was 
among the immigrants who came up for 


examination on Ellis Island yesterday. 
When asked the reason of his coming An- 
ton pulled from his pocket a postal card 
on which was a picture of himself in the 
act of pushing his family through a wild- 
Jjooking country. Printed under the picture 

2 the words “Zu Fuss um die Welt,” 
which being translated into English means 
‘Around the world on foot. 

Anton wilt remain in New York a few 
days. He expects to go to Buffalo, and 
will make his way to San Francisco from 
that city, going by way of Chicago. He 
wanted to know if there was such a thing 
as an asphalt road across the Continent, 
and seemed much depressed when in- 
formed that there was not.

Fight Breaks Out in Organization’s 
Upper Ranks. 


Chairman Russell Required to Give a 
Pledge of Loyalty—Cantor Calls a 
District Leader a “ Grafter.” 


A fight has broken out in the upper ranks 
of the Greater New York Democracy, the 
seriousness of which but few of the lead- 
ers would acknowledge yesterday, At the 
meeting of the Executive Committee on 
Wednesday evening the members called 
each other names. President Cantor de- 
hounced one of the committee as a “ graft- 
er." He declared that that committeeman 
wanted to. sell pipe to the city through 
President Cantor's office at a higher price 
than his competitors, and because his bids 
were not accepted he was ‘‘sore.” ‘P. J. 
Dufty, leader of the Twentieth District, 
had said he thought the President was not 
doing the right thing by the organization's 
leader. 

The trouble broke out again when ‘Chair- 
man Wiliam Hepburn Russell of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee charged certain mem- 
bers of the organization with ‘selling out 
to Tammany Hall." The Advisory Com- 
mittee reported in favor of the re-election 
of Chairman Russell, who has wanted to 
declare now for the renomination of Mayor 
Low. The other leaders wanted no declara- 
tion before the Fall conferences began. As 
soon as the report was read Chairman Rus- 
Sell made a speech in which he said: 

“I want it understood as a gertleman 
I am going to assert my independence and 
to preserve my political honor.” 

President Cantor, John C. Sheehan, and 
ex-Surrogate Ransom wer surprised at the 
speech made by Mr. RuSsell. Mr. Sheehan 
was nonplused. Then it was decided by 
those who feared that Chairman Russell 
would desert the organization in a politi- 
cal crisis that they would ‘“ smoke him 
out” before re-electing him Chairman of 
the Executive Committee, The “ smoking 
out” process was carried on as follows, 
according to a member of the committee, 
who authorized the giving out of a state- 
ment as to what occurred: 

President Cantor—Do I understand the 
gentleman to mean that if his opinion con- 
flicts with the opinion of a majority of the 


memibers of this committee that he will op- 
pose the majority or resign as Chairman 
of the committee? 

Mr. Russell—I- was trying to make my- 
self understood. I have heard rumors that

Mr. Russell then in his speech declared 
‘in favor of the nomination of Mayor Low, 
but did not make any strong point of Low's 
renomination, Ex-Surrogate Ransom want- 
ead to know whether Chairman Russell, if 
elected, would ‘stand with the organiza- 
tion or stand against it. Mr. Ransom said: 
“This is a very serious matter. If. the gen- 
tleman accepts the Chairmanship he must 
abide by the decision of this committee, 
If he does not agree to abide by the de- 
cisions and with the consensus of opinion 
he should ’not accept the’ position.” 

John C. Sheehan then said: 

‘‘ Before we go any further I want to ask 
Mr. Russell to come right out and tell us 
what he means by this statement. If he 
agrees te accept the Chairmanship’ of this 
committee he must abide by the. decision 
of the majority, and if Mr. Ruésell does 
not do so and work with this organization 
I shall favor at once the withdrawal of 
the report recommending his re-election. 
He has got to stand with this organization 
or against it.’’ 

Mr. Russell by this time had reached the 
conciliatory stage. The majority of the 
members were plainly on the side of Pres- 
ident Cantor and John C. Sheehan. Mr. 
Russell said: 

‘Certainly I will work with the organ- 
ization. My place in Mayon. Low’s admin- 
istration is of no conséquerte to me. I 
am with this organization heart and soul, 
and will stand by the majority.”

The officials of the State railroags to-day 
refuseG a proposal of the Railroad Em- 
ployes’ Union to enter into negotiations 
for a settlement of the dispute. 


AMSTERDAM, April 9.—The strike situa- 
tion is unchanged this evening. The city 
remains quiet, but the cafés and theatres 
are almost empty and the streets deserted 
and only. partially lighted. 

The railway companies have reduced their 
Easter train service. to a minimum, in 
many cases there being only one train in 
three hours. The railway men remaining 
at work receive double pay. 

The strike of the municipal employes, 
like others, is only partial.

The au- 
thorities have appealed to the public to 
restrict the consumption of gas. 

A majority of the diamond cutters and 
the men employed in the building trades 
are idle.

LONDON, April 10.—The Sofia corre- 
spondent of The Times says Kdéstendil 
telegrams report a conflict at the village 
of Berovo, in the district of Malesh, 
Northern Macedonia. The village was 
surrounded by troops and Bashi-Bazouks 
and burned. An insurrectionary band es- 
caped, pursued by Bashi-Bazouks. 

A second conflict afterward occurred, 
lasting four days, two other bands com- 
ing to the aid of the insurgents, who 
eventually escaped in the night, losing 
two killed and six wounded. 

Another conflict is reported near the 
village of Opela, in the Sandjak of Kra- 
tovo. 

The Bulgarian Government has pro- 
tested to Count Lamsdorff, the Russian 
Foreign Minister, complaining of 
founded charges against Bulgarian com- 
mercial agents in Macedonia. 

Gen. Zontcheff, the Macedonian lead- 
er, has been liberated on bail of 10,000 
leva, ($2,000.) 

Whether or not, says the Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Times, the Albanians 
carry out their reported intention of 
again attacking Mitrovitza, there is rea- 
son to believe that the Sultan will not 
moved take drastic measures 
the compatriots of his body- 
guard. He is well aware of the difficul- 
ties in the way of European chastise- 
ment of the Albanians, and, while Em- 
peror William’s sons are visiting Con- 
stantinople and bearing fresh witness to

FUNERAL OF MRS. PORTER. 
Distinguished Gathering in the Amer- 
ican Church at Paris—The Body to 


be Brought to This Country. 


PARIS, April 9—The funeral of Mrs. 
Porter, wife of the United States Ambas- 
sador, which took place this morning at 
the American Church in the Rue de Berri, 
was an impressive tribute, the ‘heads of the 
French Government, the members of the 
Diplomatic: Corps, and many representa- 
tives’ of the American colony being present. 
The front of the church was draped with 
black, and the walls and pillars of the in- 
terior were also hung with black drapery. 
The chancel was filled with tall palms, 
while immediately in front of the altar 
rested the casket, hidden beneath a pro- 
fusion of beautiful floral offerings. Am- 
bassador Porter, who was accompanied by 


his daughter, Miss Elsie Porter, bore the 
ordeal with soldierly fortitude. 

Accompanying the mourners were rela- 
tives, intimate friends of the family, and 
officials of the United States Embassy 
staff. To the left of the family sat Mme. 
Loubet, (wife of the President of France,) 
Paul Loubet, Gen, Dubois, (the personal 
representative of the President,) with a 
large staff of officers in full uniform; For- 
eign Minister Delcassé, Premier Combes, 
and other members of the Ministry, with 
their wives. Among others present were 
Ambassador Tower, who came on from Ber- 
lin; Levi P. Morton, Consul General Gowdy, 
Count and Countess de Rochambeau, the 
Marquis de Chambrun, the Marquis de 
Lafayette, M. Hamard, (the sculptor of the 
Rochambeau statue,) the British, Russian, 
and German Ambassadors, and the envoys 
of various other countries, with ‘their staffs, 
and a large number of Americans. 

The Rev. Dr, Thurber conducted the sim- 
ple service, In his invocation he made a 
feeling reference to the beauty of the char- 
ecter of Mrs. Porter. At the conclusion of 
the ceremony, following the established 
officia] custom, Mme. Loubet and various 
members of the Ministry addressed a few 
words of personal sympathy to the Am- 
bassador and his daughter, 

After the service the casket was borne 
to the mortuary chapel ne the 
ehurch, where it will remain until its re- 
moval to America. 

Gen. Porter and his daughter will go 
next week for a fortnight’s rest to some 
place not far from Paris. Clarence Porter 
will arrive here soon, and will accompany 
the body to America. The Ambassador has 
not made. his future plans known, except 
that he will probably ‘resume his’ duties ut 
the Embassy in about a fortnight’s time,

Pays £37,000-for Hever Cadtie, Which 


is Over 500 Years Old, and Was 
Anne Boleyn’s Home. 


LONDON, April 10.—William Waldorf 
AStor has purchased Hever Castle, near 
Sevenoaks, Kent. The castle, which is 
said to be the birthplace of Anne Boleyn, 
one of the wives of Henry VIII., and who 
was beheaded in the Tower of London, 
contains many relics. 

The price paid was £37,000. 


Hever Castle is situated in one of fhe 
most picturesque parts of the pretty county 
of Kent, not far from Penshurst. It is 
not large, but architecturally and in its as- 
sociations it is one of the most famous 
of the historical houses of the United King- 
dom. 

The castle is a very curious specimen of 
the domestic fortress and was erected by 
William de Hever, a Norman Baron, Who, 
under Edward III., (1327-1369,) obtained 
royal permission to fortify his manor house. 
His two daughters and co-heiresses con- 
veyed it in marriage to the families of 
Cobham and Brocas. The former ac- 
quired the whole by purchase and after- 
ward sold the estate to Sir Geoffrey Bo- 
leyn, a wealthy merchant of London, Lord 
Mayor of that city in the time of Henry 
VL, and great-grandfather of the ill-fated 
Anne Boleyn, 

Henry VLIL., ou the death of Sir Thomas 
Boleyn, Knight of the Garter, Harl of Wii.- 
shire and Ormond and father of Anne 
Boleyn, seized the estate in right of his 
own .wife, and afterward enlarged it by 
purchases from others of the Boieyn fam- 
ily. The next possessor of the estate was 
Lady Anne of Cleves, and in the reign of 
Queen Mary the castle was sold to Sir Ed- 
ward Waldegrave, Chamberlain to the 
Queen's household. From his family the es- 
tate passed to the Humphreys, and finally 
to the Malileys, a Sussex family. 

The castle as it exists now is a mass of 
buildings with buttresses, square towers, 
embrasures, square-headed windows, and 
one of the very few moats with*water still 
existing in the Kingdom. The great dining 
room, now used as a kitchen, contains 
svine of the furniture whch was there in 
the time of the Boleyns, but the room 
which is most popuiar with visitors is that 
known as Anne Boleyn'’s bedechamber. It 
is beautifully paneled and contains the orig- 
inal furniture, including Anne Boleyn’s 
| In it is a splendid pair of andirons 
bearng the royal initials H. A., and sur- 
mounted by royal crowns. 

Another room is said to have been used 
as a council chamber by Henry VIII. and 
has a curious stucco ceiling. There are 
many ancient stained-glass windows in the 
castle, and the building contains dungeons, 
secret staircases, and the other romantic 
attributes of a historic residence. 

Anne Boleyn lved at Hever Castle up to 
the time she married Henry VIII. 


MEXICAN ROADS SEEK RELIEF. 


Seek Government Permission to Raise 
Rates or an Immediate Readjust- 
ment of Coinage. 


AUSTIN, Texas, April 9.—The railroads 
of Mexico are preparing to unite in a peti- 
tion to the Mexican Government for au- 


thority to adjust their rates so as to con- 
form to the value of the money of the 
country. A schedule of the proposcd in- 
creases is being made. In order to over- 
come the losses that are now. sustained by 
the operation of the principal roads under 
existing conditions, the increase of rates 
will necessarily be very great. Shipper 
are said to be preparing a protest against 
the proposed increase, and the Govern- 
ment’s action is in doubt. 

It is said that the Mexican Central Rall- 
road is in a bad way unless an increase in 
its tariffs is obtained or the Mexican doilar 
is put up to 50 cents gold. It fs now cost- 
ing that company 8&5 per cent. of its gross 
receipts to operate the road. Other roads 
which must pay the interest on their bonds 
in gold are heavy sufferers. It will be 
some time before the plans for a change in 
the monetary system of Mexico are carried 
into effect, and the railroads say they 
eannot well wait until that time for relief. 


| ILLINOIS CENTRAL EXTENSION. 


Planning a Line to the Birmingham 
Mineral District.

MEMPHIS, April_9.—Rights of way are 
being obtained by the Illinois Central Rail- 
way for an extension from near Jackson, 
Tenn., to the Birmingham mineral district. 
It is now regarded as practically certain 
that the line will be built. 

J. T. Harahan, Vice President and Gen- 
eral Manager of the Ilinois Central, while 
nere this week, made the statement that 
the company, when it entered the Birming- 
ham district, would do so over its own lines, 
and not through traffic arrangements with 
the 'Frisco system, as announced in recent 
dispatches from Birmingham. 

The right-of-way work has begun in 
Madison County, Tenn., and contracts have 
already been closed with persons through 
whose property the line Is to go. After the 
work has been completed in Madison 
County the agents will proceed to Chester, 
McNairy, and Hardin, the latter being 
without any railroad facilities. g/A feature 
of the new line into Birminghm will be 
its passage immediately by the new Na- 
tional Military Park at Shiloh.

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SURPRISE IN GROSS CASE 


Prosecution Has Much of Its Own 
Testimony Stricken Out. 


Evidence Eliminated Includes That 
Given by ex-Sergt. Churchill and 


Lena Schmidt.“ 


When Police Inspector Adam Cross _be- 
gan his defense yesterday, before Deputy 
Commissioner Ebstein, in the trial for 
neglect of duty, Assistant District Attor- 
ney Morgan asked that much of the prose- 
cution’s testimony be stricken out, on the 
ground that they had been unable to con- 
nect the evidence properly. He included 
all of Clara Funk's testimony, part of An- 
drew Witt’s, ex-Sergt. Churchill's, and 
Lena Schmidt's, and that portion of ex- 
Wardman Bissert’s which dealt with an 
allegation that. Cross instructed the ward- 
man to “tip off’ poolrooms, 

Major Ebstein allowed the testimony, ag- 
gregating about one-third of all that was 
taken at the instance of the prosecution, 
to stricken out, but reserved decision 
as to whether two specific charges as to 
the existence of certain disorderly houses 
in Cross's district should be annulled. 

Cross's lawyer, Mr. Elkus, made a 
speech in which he said he had_ never 
known a case to be so unfairly tried, and 
eminent lawyers of his acquaintance had 
18Ta him they were astonished at the prose- 
cution’s request for the striking out of so 
great a percentage of the testimony. Never 
had he known such a request to be granted 
by a court. Much damage had been done 
to the defendant's reputation because the 
prosecutors were permitted to bring out In 
open court testimony that they ‘ knew 
could not be connected legally with the 
defendant."’ 

The Deputy Commissioner promptly de- 
nied Mr. Elkus's motion to strike out all 
testimony dealing with the general reputa- 
tion of disorderly houses. The lawyer 
called attention to the fact that the com- 
tiaint named only five disorderly resorts 
in a district inhabited by more than 20,000 
persons 
‘Had the defendant no other duty than 

ferret out these very few placeg?’’ he 
sald. ‘‘ Were there no other criminals in 
the district, which included eight pre- 
cincts?” . 

Mr. Elkus dwelt on the methods of the 
District Attorney's office in caring for wit- 
nesses prior to the trial. After speaking 
for an hour, he demanded a dismissal of 
the charges. Mr. Morgan said a few words 
about relying on the Deputy Commission- 
er’s discretion. and the motion to dismiss 
was denied. S 

Mr. Elkus called as his first witness Mr. 
Morgan, who said he did not know how 
mich money the District Attorney's office 
had spent in caring for witnesses, but 
that the living expenses of the women kept 
in Brooklyn and others for about nine 
months were included. He said that Coun- 
ty Detective *‘ Ike’ Silverman had no right 
to arrest a person and that he did not be- 
lieve the detective had arrested anybody. 

county Detective Maher testified that the 
celony of witnesses in the Livingston Street 
house, Brooklyn, had been established by 
Mr. Morgan, and that the women, to the 
best of his knowledge, were willing resi- 
dents of their temporary home. 

Willlam J. Everett, an Englishman, who 
used to keep a restaurant at 310 Livingston 
Street, in partnership with a Miss Isbell, 
told how the District Attorney's office had 
inade arrangements with him to board the 
witnesses, whom he described as very un- 
desirable persons, but he said some ex- 
planations by Detective Steele caused com- 
plications through which he failed to get 
his money. In discussing the matter with 
Steele, he said, he remarked to the latter: 

“If this state of affairs under the Re- 
publicans is ‘eaven, then give me Tam- 
many ‘ell.”’ 

The courtroom resounded with laughter, 
in which the Deputy Commissioner joined. 

County Detective “Ike” Silverman was 
called to the stand. He did not prove a 
tractable witness for Mr. Elkus, who had 
several warm passages of words with Mr. 
Morgan, the latter insisting that he wofld 
not allow the detective to be bulldozed.‘ 

The trial was adjourned until Monday 
morning, and Mr. Elkus announced that 
the defense would require only three more 
days. 
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CONVICTED POLICEMAN LOSES. 


Judgment on O’Connor, Who Shot an 
Old Man, Not Invalidated by Prose- 
cufing Attorney's Comments. 


The Appellate Division yesterday, in. af- 
firming a Judgment of the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions convicting William O'Connor, 
a policeman, of the crime of assault in the 
first degree, for shooting, while intoxicat- 
edfan old man named Cummings, eighty 
years of age, decided that it was not an 
error for Assistant District Attorney Ar- 
thur C. Train to say in opening to the jury 
that the case was not brought to trial then 
(just ebefore election, 1901,) because of the 
‘‘then pending momentous political strug- 
gle,’ but because of the “strenuous ef- 
forts *’ to delay a hearing. 

O’Connor was not in uniform at the time 
he shot Cummings, and was pretty rough- 
ly handled before the police discovered 
that he was a brother officer. When first 
arrested he was unceremoniously laid on 
the floor, but as soon as it became known 
that he was an officer he was put in a 
chair. The Assistant District Attorney, in 
referring to this incident, said that the 
Police Department had been bolstering 
O'Connor up ever since. The change of 
attitude on the part of the police, on dis- 
covering that O'Connor was an officer, was 
also commented upon by Mr. Train in his 
summing up, and in referring to the fact 
that a complaint against oli Mr, Cum- 
mings had been entertained at the station 
house, he said: ‘‘ Gentlemen, I tell you that 
that is a seene for comic opera, not for 
the great City of New York. It out-Deve- 
erys Devery.” 

“We discover no error,’ said the Court, 
by Justice Laughlin, “ prejudicial to any 
right of the defendant in the Assistant 
District Attorney saying to the jury, in 
substance, that in his opinion this was a 
scene appropriate for.the stage, but that 
such things should not be permitted in 
real life in the City_of New York. There 
was no charge that Devery was connected 
with or interested in the defense, and noth- 
ing was said to indicate that he was. He 
was a public character, and the press had 
given considerable attention to his meth- 
ods while connected with the police force. 
The reference to him was a mere figure 
of speech used in commenting on the con- 
duct of the defendant and his brother of- 
ficers, and presents no error.”’

POLICE ANSWER BUCKLIN. 


Chief Murphy and Detective Pearson, 
Sued for $25,000 ,Damages, Tell 
Why They Arrested Him. 


PRENTON, WN. J., April .9.—Benjamin 
Murphy, Chief of Police of Jersey City, 
and Robert Pearson, a detective of that 
city, to-day filed in the United Statés Cir 
cuit Court their plea in answer to the suit 


for $25,000 damages instituted against them 
by F. W. Buckl!lin for false arrest. Bucklin 
was arrested in Jersey City on Jan. 20 last. 

The plea of Murphy and Pearson charges 
that Bucklin was manager of Richard Can- 
field's alleged gambling establishment at 5 
East Forty-fourth Street, New York, and 
that on April 15, 1902, Theodore Hostetter. 
a young millionaire, was made intoxicated 
in the place, and that while in that condi- 
tion he suffered losses through the use of 
trick wheels and false faro layouts, &c. 
In settlement of these losses, the answer 
states, Hostetter was Induced to give a 
note for $90,000, and that Bucklin had this 
note in his possession when he went to 
Jersey City. His arrest was made at the 
instance of the police authorities of New 
York. It is further charged that before 
the actual arrest Bucklin passed the note 
to a confederate whose name is not given. 


SAW WIFE AND CHILD DROWN. 


Capt. Merritt’s Efforts to Save Them 
When Water Rushed in and Sank 
: His Barge. 


By the sinking of the steam canalboat 
F. B. Thurber, at Perth Amboy, N. J., 
yesterday morning, Mrs. Laura Merritt, 
forty-six years old, wife of Capt. Charles 
Merritt, of the camalboat, and her five- 
year old daughter, Mildred, were drowned 
and Capt. Merritt came near losing his 
life while trying to save them. 

According to Capt. Merritt, he left Man- 


hattan Wednesday evening and tied up at 
a Lehigh Valley coal dock at Perth Amboy. 
He was awakened shortly after 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning by the water pouring 
into his bunk. The cabin was filled with 
water. He jumped out of his bunk and 
looked for his wife and daughter, who 
also slept in the same cabin, but. they 
could not be found. He. then rushed on 
deck and they were about to jump over- 
board When he reached them. All tried to 
get on the dock, but the stern line had part- 
ed, the stern had swung off shore and they 
were unable to do so. 

They femained on the vessel until the 
deck sank beneath the surface, when all 
jumped off. In coming up Capt. Merritt 
struck his head on the bottom of an old 
rowboat which was made fast to the cahal- 
poat. He was stunned for a moment, but 
quickly regained his senses and swam to the 
aid of his wife and child. He succeeded in 
getting them within three hundred feet 
Irom shore when they sank. They did not 
come up again, and Capt. Merritt. then 
swam ashore entirely exhausted. 

At 9 o'clock the body of Mrs. Merritt was 
washed ashore at the foot of Broadway, 
Tottenville. The child’s body has not been 
recovered. 

The only reason Capt. Merritt can give 
for the accident is that some of the sea- 
cocks became loose and allowed the water 
to rush into the cabin. The Thurber was 
loaded with 190 tons of coal. 


ACTION ON NEW JERSEY BILLS. 


Gov. Murphy Vetoes W. C. T. U. Anti- 
Cigarette Measure. 


TRENTON, N. J., April 9.—Gov. Mur- 
phy to-day approved 132 bills passed by 
the present Legislature and vetoed 11. 
Among the bills vetoed was that provid- 
ing for a Register of Deeds for Union 
County, prohibiting the use of the Amer- 
ican flag for commercial purposes, vetoed 
because of a defect in the title. 

He has vetoed the bill passed by the 


Legislature at the instance of the Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance Union forbid- 
ding the sale of cigarettes to boys of six- 
teen years and younger. The Governor ex- 
plained that most boys of sixteen smeke 
and generally without injury, and that it 
would be practically impossible to enforce 
such a law. } 

Among the bills cenrare? were the 
Railroad Codification bill and the bill ap- 
propriating $80,000 to Rutgers College for 
amount due for free scholarships furnished 
under an act of the Legislature. 

Other bills signed were these: 

The Jersey City Excise bill; authorizing 
the use of voting machines; fixing Sept. 22 
as special election y to vote on the Con- 
stitutional amendment; ratifying. the action 
of the special commission on boundary 
between New Jersey and Delaware; the 
Child Labor bill, preventing the employ- 
ment of children under fourteen years of 
age in factories; the bill La the tax 
laws of the State; revising the bullding nd 
loan laws;/providing special courts in coun- 
ties for juvenile offenders; permitting gas 
companies to convey gas from one munici- 
pality to another; providing for a spevial 
commission to report next year a bill for 
the regulation of tenement. houses. 

The Governor still has about forty bills 
in his hands, among which are the appro- 
priation bills.

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SENATORS OPEN FIRE 
ON THEIR COMMITTEES 


Mr. Brackett Declares That Some 
i; Committeemen Are “ Doped.” 


Mr. Brown and Mr, Wagner Join in the 


Assault—The Senate, However, 
Repels the Attacks. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, April 9,.—In the Senate to-day 
Senators Brackett, E, R. Brown, and Wag- 
ner endeavored to have committees in 
charge of bills which they had introduced 
discharged from their further considera- 
tion,and their motidhs were accompanied by 
critftism which caused something of a sen- 
sation in the legislative halls. 

Senator Brackett started by asking that 
the Committee on Insurance be discharged 
from the further consideration of his bill 
to prevent fire insurance companies from 
entering into combinations for the purpose 
of fixing rates. He called upon Senator 
Marshall, the Chairman of the committee, 
for an explanation of the committee's at- 
titude, and Mr. Marshall refused to divulge 
the secrets of the committee. Senator 
Brackett thereupon declared that the com- 
mittee had ““done’”’ him out of a hearing 
on the bill and asked that it be discharged. 

“I want to see,” he remarked, * what 
kind of curves the members will indulge 
in on this motion.” 

-Senator Marshall said he had given no- 
tice of a hearing on the bill for Wednes- 
day, mnd that no one had appeared either 
‘ for or against it. 

“I do not desire to make any charges 
against the personal integrity of members 
of the Insurance Committee,’ said Senator 
Brackett, “‘ but what I do say is that when 


members of this Senate become members 
of the Insurance, the Railroads, or the 
Banking Committees they suddenly seem 
to become hypnotized. They seem to quick- 
ly become impressed with the fact that to 
give their support to any measure which is 
— by the insurance companies, the 
railroads, or the banks would be to lose 
their standing as Senators. 

* Any strictures which I have made on 
the members of the Insurance Committee 
have been made not as an attack on the 
character of a single one of them. Every 
one, sc far as I know, is a man of the 
highest eharacter and integrity. What [ 
have said has been a comment upon the

Serator Brackett’s motion to discharge 
the committee was lost by a vote of 34 to 
¥. He then made a motion to discharge the 
committee from the consideration of his 
resolution calling upon the Attorney Gen- 
eral for an opinion as to whether the pres- 
ent law afforded a remedy against the fire 
insurance \trust. This motion was lost by 
a vote of 36 to 7. 

Senator E. R. Brown followed Senator 
Brackett with an attempt to have the Com- 
mittee on Railreads discharged from fur- 
ther consideration of his bill regulating 
the rates which the Pullman Company can 
charge in the State, and requiring the com- 
pany to keep up the upper berth when no 
passenger has paid to occupy it, sso that 
the occupant of the lower berth may have 
more air and ventilation. 

“It is well known,” said Senator Brown, 
“that this Legislature will adjourn on the 
23d .of this month, and yet when we are 
thus near to the close of the session the 
Railroads Committee postponed a hearing 
on this bill for a week at the request of 
Congressman Sherman. Suppose Congress 
Were within two weeks of adjournment 
and some one should ask Congressman 
Sherman that a bill of importance should 
be delayed for a week, how do you think 
he would treat such a request? I have 
persistently urged the committee to make 
a report on this bill, and the committee 
has refused to do so. If they are going 
% Fill this bill, they should do it openly.”’ 

“I shall vote with the Senator to dis- 
charge the committee,” said Senator 
Brackett, “‘but I know that his motion 
stands about as much chance as_ the 
wicked sinner with tallow legs stood in 
the place where he went.’ 

-Senator Grady spoke against the motion. 
He -said that Senator Brown’s bill was im- 

racticable. He would much sooner: vote 

or a bill to reduce passenger rates on rail- 
roadg. The motion to discharge was lost 
by a vote of 35 to 4. The four members 
who voted in favor of the motion were 
Senators Brackett, Brown, Elsberg, and 
Burton. 

~ Senator Wagner then moved to discharge 
the Committee on Taxation from further 
consideration of his bill to levy taxes on 
the personalty of persons who have re- 
moved from the State to escape taxation. 

“There is no reason why this bill should 
mot. be reported,”’ said Senator Wagner. 
*‘It hits the millionaires and nobody else. 
It is designed to prevent rich x dodgers 
from cheating New York City out of its 
proper due by taking up a legal residence 
elsewhere, and thereby escaping» taxation 
on the property which they haVe in this 
State. do not like to move to discharge 
_ @. committee, but in this case I am com- 
pelled to do so to show my constituents 
that I at least am not afraid to get after 
the millionaire tax dodgers.”’ 

Senator Grady said that there had nevor 
been a more justifiable motion to discharge 
a committee from the consideration of the 
bill than that made by Senator Wagner. 

“The fact that the Committee on Taxa- 
tion has had this bill in its possession ever 
since Jan. 20 without making a report one 
way or the other on it,” sald Senator 
Grady, “‘ shows that either the bill is too 
weighty for the. committee, or that the 
committee intends to usurp the functions 
of the fifty Senators so far as the measure 
is concerned.” 

Chairman Green said that the committee 
had several times taken a vote on the bill, 
but there had never been a sufficient num- 
ber ‘of votes to report it. 

Senator .Wagner’s motion to discharge 
was lost by a vote of 18 to. 16. 


LOW TRANSIT PLAN OPPOSED. 


—x-Senator Ford Believes the Adminis- 
tration Bill Is Vicious Even 
as Amended. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 9.—Mayor Low’s amend- 
ments to the Bostwick Rapid Transit bill 
reached here to-day, and were carefully 
examined by Senator Elsberg, ex-Senator 
John Ford, Mr. Bostwick, and others who 
have taken an especial interest in this 
particular »measure, After’ scrutinizing 
these amendmerits carefully ex-Senator 
Ford said: 

“The Mayor’s amendments afford little 
relief from the evils in the bill against 
which I have complained. The measure is 
still vicious, The Mayor has cut out two 
bad provisions, but he has left in two 
others which will give the Belmont syn- 
dicate the main advantages which they 
@re seeking. : 

“When John B. McDonald obtained the 
contract for the’ subway lines now con- 
trolled by the Belmont syndicate, the agree- 
‘ment was that he should pay the city 1 

“per cent, per annum upon the construction 
price of $35,000,000 in addition to taking 
care ‘of the interest on the bonds, The 
Mayor’s bill as it now stands provides that 
apy person or corporation acquiring fran- 
chises for new subways shall pay taxes 
on théiamount that the city invests, so 
that if the Belmont syndicate should bid 
“$1 for future extensions of.the existing 
system, it is plain that under this pro- 
vision they would save 2% per cent. per 
annum during the term of operation on the 
entire cost of the construction work. 

“In brief, they would have the oppor- 
tunity to make more out of the future ex- 
tensions by constructing the roads at their 
own expense than they have made out of 
the present line. Edward M. Shepard is 
my authority for stating that their Fonts 
up to the present aggregate $30,000,000. 

“As is known to all New Yorkers the 
present subway line has two sharp angles, 
one at Fourth Avenue and Forty-second 
Street and the other at Broadway and 
Forty-second Street. A pan has been pro- 
lected by Mr. Parsons, the engineer of tie 
Rapid ransit Commission, by which lines 
can ‘be run on both the east and the west 
side. Under the Mayor's bill, the Belmont 
syndicate would have practically a sure 

i on securing the contracts for these 
two immensely valuable extensions. 

“If they have made $30,000,000 out of 
floating the bonds of the curved subway 
which they now have, how much wouid 
they be able to make if they secured 
straightaway lines on both the east and 
the west side of Manhattan? 

*T intend to still continue my opposition 
to the Bostwick bill, notwithstanding the 
Mayor's amendments and explanations, and

McDONALD ON BOSTWICK BILL. 


He Declares That Neither He Nor Mr.

Rapid Transit Contractor John B. Mc- 
Donald made the following statement yes- 
terday regarding reports as to his attitude 
and that ef August Belmont toward the 
Bostwick bill: 

“The attention of both Mr. Belmont and

NEW YORK LEGISLATURE. 


Police Three-Platoon Bill Is Passed by 
the Assembly. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 9.—The Remsen Three 
Platoon Police: bill passed the Assembly to- 
day after it had been denounced in. vigor- 
ous terms by the Republican members from 
the city. When the vote was announced as 
79 to 42 in favor of it, Assemblyman How- 
ard Conkling, to whom the result came as 
a surprise and a shock, jumped up and ex- 
citedly shouted: 

“We are up against a brace game, Mr. 
Speaker, and I question that count.” 

The | detailed statement confirmed the 
first announcement as to the vote. The 
Remsen bill will be offered as an amend- 
ment to the Finch, Police bill, when that 
measure is taken up in the Senate next 
Tuesday, under an agreement made to-day. 

While the Remsen bill was being consid- 
ered the lobby was very active. It has 
been common report that the police force of 
New York raised a large fund for the pas- 


sage of the measure. The discussion on the 
bill was sharp. 


“Of course Tammany Hall men here will 


vote for this bill,” said Assemblyman Conk- 
ling. ‘“‘Why should not they? They are 
hand in hand with the police force in New 
York City. They want to curry favor. with 
the force. Now this bill will cost the City 
of New York nearly $4,000,000 a year more 
than is necessary to meet the present ex- 
penses. I tell you it is abominable, and 
should not be passed,” 

Mr. Wood of New York said: “ The way 
politics and the Police Department are 
mixed up in New York City is a scandal 
and a disgrace. Wh le should eternal- 
ly truckle to the police, I can’t make out.” 
Mr. Finch of New York also made a sharp 
speech against the measure. 

Assemblyman Bostwick’s bill ating in 
the Fire Commissioner of New York City 
complete authority to assign and promote 
members of the force without the advice 
or recommendation of the Chief of the de- 
partment, and appointing a Deputy Fire 
L SInTATEAEONOE, occasioned considerable de- 

ate. 

Mr. Doolin tried unsuccessfully to amend 
the bill so as to preserve the present power 
of the department Chief. The measure 
was finally passed, 85 ayes to 53 nays. 

In the Senate to-day the Elsberg bill, 
permitting the New York Butchers’ Dressed 
Meat Company to erect an abattoir on 
Eighth Avenue, was received from Mayor 
Low for amendment. The change was 
made, authorizing the Board of Health of 
the city to give to the company permission 
to open the abattoir and maintain it for 
ten years under the sanitary rules of the 
board. 

The Senate passed Senator Dowling’s 
concurrent amendment to Article 12, Sec- 
tion 1, of the State Constitution, so as to 
allow the Legislature to regulate hours, 
wages, and conditions of labor of employes 
of counties, cities, towns, and villages, or 
of contractors while working for them. 

The Montauk Indian bill was beaten in 
the Senate by a vote of 25 to 18. This is 
the bill which sought-to give the Montauk 
tribe of Indians the privilege of going be- 
fore the Court of Claims to establish what- 
ever right they might have to a large sec- 
tion of land on Long Isiand. It has been

Sena- 
tors Lewis and Brackett voted — 
reporting the Stevens bills, favored by the 
Regents, and Senators Dooling and Fraw- 
ley voted against the others. 

A hearing was held before the Assembly 
Committee on Education to-day on the 
unification _ bills. St. Clair McKelway 
spoke, and.in reply Deputy Superintendent 
of Education Ainsworth made the charge 
that Melvil Dewey had been driven from 
the position of Secretary and Financial 
Officer of the University of the State of 
New York by editorial attacks made upon 
him by Dr. McKelway. A _ printed circular 
headed ‘‘Is This Fair Treatment of a 
Public Officer?”’ was distributed among 
those in attendance at the hearing. 


WATER STORAGE BILL HELD UP. 


Friends of the Lewis Measure Block 
the Stevens Substitute.

ALBANY, April:9.—Being unable to se- 
cure action by the Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee on his Water Storage 
bill, Assemblyman Stevens to-day went to 
Chairman Rogers and demanded an ex- 


planation. Mr. Rogers said that a hearing 
upon it had been asked. When requested 
for information as to who wanted the hear- 
ing, he said that the request had come 
from persons interested in the Lewis Water 
Storage bill.

FIGHTING THE BOOK TRUST 
Startling Revelation of Its Methods 


Promised at Albany. 


Two Measures Held Up in an Assembly 
Committee—Trust Lobby Active 
at the Capitol. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 9.—Unless the Assembly 
Committee on Public Education or the 
Rules Committee of the Assembly reports 
out the bills introduced by Senator Malby 
and Assemblyman Merritt of St. Lawrence 
County to break the hold of the “ book 
trust” on the school districts of the State 
the Legislature will not adjourn without a 
revelation of the trust’s methods, which it 
is said will be sensational in character. 
This threat was made to-day by both Seh- 
ator Malby and Assemblyman Merritt. 

The Chairman of the Assembly Public 
Education Committee, Major Francis G. 
Landon, has made eyery effort to have his 
committee report these bills, but his pleas 
have fallen upon deaf ears. In fact, it is 
being openly asserted that the Public Edu- 
cation Committee, so far, at least as the 
Malby and Merritt measures are concerned, 
is completely under the influence of As- 
semblyman John F. Kearney, a Demo- 
cratic member from Brooklyn. 

There is no doubt whatever that the book 
trust is lobbying against these bills, The 
chief clerk in one of the principal depart- 
ments of the State is asserted to be the 
head lobbyist of the trusi, xn the presence 
of Senators, a man who was formerly con- 
nected with the book trust, but who is 
now with an independent book concern, 
made the bold assertion that he knew that 
the clerk in question was carried on the 
rolls of the trust at a regular salary. 

It is asserted by those who are endeavor- 
ing to destroy the monopoly which the 
book trust is now alleged to have in the 


furnishing of books to “the 12,000 school 
districts of the’State that the annual prof- 
its of the trust are $500,000, 

Early in the session Mr. Merritt intro- 
duced a bill which provided in brief that 
the textbooks for the various school dis- 
tricts in St. Lawrence County should be 
uniform. He has not been able to obtain 
action upon it. Senator Malby introduced 
an exactly similar bill in the Senate, and 
followed it up by a bill to provide for the 
adoption of uniform textbooks for use in 
the public schools in all.the counties of the 
State, and creating county councils of edu- 
cation. 

Senator Malby succeeded in having both 
of these bills passed by the Senate after a 
hard contest. In the debate he openly 
charged that the book trust had its agents 
at work to defeat the measure. The meas- 
ures went to the Assembly Committee on 
Public Education, where they have been 
slumbering since. Both Senator Malby and 
Mr, Merritt have insistently demanded that 
there should be action upon them, but 
Major Landon, the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, has informed them that he was 
powerless, 

The concern which the book trust is man- 
ifesting over the Maiby and Merritt bills 
may be better understood when an explana- 
tion is ven of the way in which it is 
claimed the trust has been able to effectual- 
ly stifle competition in the 12,000 school 
districts of the State. The present Superin- 
tendent of Schools, Charles R. Skinner, had 
a law passed in 1878 which ts still in force 
and which provides that text books in any 
school district in the §tate cannot be 
changed more than once in five years with- 
out a three-fourths vote of the people of 
the district. It is under the operations of 
this law, it is asserted, that the Book Trust, 
having once secured tne adoption of its 
books in the various school districts was 
practically neg from competition 

It is asserted that in many of the school 
districts of the State the trust is furnish- 
ing books long since out of date. As it 
has all the plates for these books, its prof- 
its are declared to be enormous. 

Senator Malby has been making an. in- 
vestigation of the actual cost of the school 
books used in the country school districts 
and the prices paid for them. He says the 
figures are startling. 

Superintendent Skinner to-day denied that 
out-of-date school books were used in the 
country districts, and said that ff the Book 
Trust had a monopoly over the 
school districts, it was news to him. 


BILLS IN THE LEGISLATURE. 


ALBANY, April 9.—These bills were 
passed by the Senate to-day: 

Senator RAINES'’S—Appropriating $70,000 for 
improvements to the quarantine establishment at 
Hoffman's Island. 

Senator BAILEY’S—Amending the New York 
City Charter for the acquirement of land for 
ferries and the operation of ferries. 

Senator MARSHALL'S—Amending the lien law 
providing for contracts for conditional sales and 
for the filing and indexing of contracts and the 
identification of property. 

Assemblyman STEVENS'S—Making the office 
of Sheriff of Livingston County a salaried one. 

Assemblyman FINCH’S—For the payment of 
certain truant officers in New York pending 
preparation of eligible lists for position of Su- 
pervisor of Truancy. 

Senator WAGNER'S—Amending the banking 
law providing that the number of Directors of 
a trust company necessary to form a quorym 
for the transaction of business shall be fixed 
by the organization certificate, and shall not 
be less than seven, where the whole number of 
Directors is less than nineteen; and not less 
than nine when the number of Directors is 
nineteen or more, 

Senator McEWAN'S—Permitting use of public 
buildings by organizations of Spanish war vet- 
erans. 

These bills were passed in the Assembly: 

Assemblyman MEADE’S—Exempting from 
taxation the real property of any fraternal cor- 
poration whose entire income is devoted to the 
care, education, and relief of its associates. 

Assemblyman REMSEN’S—Directing the Reg- 
ister of Kings County at the close of the term 
to discharge all mortgages and to certify to 
conveyances and all other papers of record filed 
for record during his term. 

Assemblyman DALE'’S—Providing for the pur- 
chase of headquarters for the Williamsburg Vol- 
unteer Firemen’s Association, 

Senator McCABE’S—Exempting from taxation 
in cities of the first class property of medical 
associations from which no revenue is derived. 


BANK MERGER RATIFIED. 


Mercantile and Seventh Shareholders 
Vote—Coming Broadway Meeting. 


The stockholders of the Mercantile and 
the Seventh National Banks yesterday rati- 
fied the arrangements already made for 
the consolidation of these Gould-Morse- 
Cromwell banks with the National Broad- 
way Bank, which has been coming for 
months. The Mercantile National met at 
noon, increased the capital of the institu- 
tion, made the number of Directors thirty- 
one, and authorized the purchase of the 
assets and business of any other banking 
corporation in the city. The Seventh's 
stockholders met in the afternoon. 

The Seventh National Bank will go into 
voluntary liquidation, the stockholders get- 
ting $2,700,000 in cash and the ercantile 
assuming the Habilities. The cash will be 
divided pro rata among the stockholders 
of the Seventh National Bank. The stock- 
holders of the Seventh National Bank will 
be permitted to take out stock of the new 
combined bank, the Mercantile, to the 
amount of 86 per cent. of their holdings in 
the stock of the Seventh National, at the 
rate of 7000 per share of the new bank. The 
Broadway ational Bank, which is also 
lanning to go into the combination, will 
hold a meeting of stockholders April 21,

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CITY’S LIGHTING PLANT 


Project Discussed and Approved 
at a Mass Meeting. 


Appeals of President Cantor, Commis 
sioner Monroe, and ex-Senator Ford 
for Support of the Legis- 
lative Measure. 


A gathering that filled Cooper Union Hall 
last evening listened to the speakers at the 
mass meeting called for the purpose of 
urging the Legislature to pass the bill for 
elty electric lighting and to protest against 
the alleged extortion of the gas monopoly. 
A street parade preceded the meeting, and 
the men in line carried transparencies 
setting forth in trenchant sentences the 
object of the meeting, the salient points of 
the bill, and the alleged practices of the 
electric and gas combinations. 

The men and women assembled in the 
auditorium, judging from appearances, were 
householders who have to do with the pay- 
ing of bills for electric lights and gas, and 
the views of the various speakers were re- 
ceived with vociferous applause. 

Joseph Johnson opened the meeting with 
a résumé of the works of the Acorns in 
furthering municipal reforms, and Borough 
President Cantor was introduced as the 
presiding officer of the meeting. Mr. Can- 
tor said that it had taken a number of 
years to direct the public mind in this city 
to the advantage of municipal ownership, 

“There may be a difference of opinion in 
New York as to how to proceed in this 
question,” he said, ‘’ but the people of the 
entire city are a unit in the conclusion that

&® power should be organized for making | 


this city independent of the electric Ight 
companies and the gas companies. Here- 
tofore the power of exercising the rights of 
ownership have been limited to the corpora- 
tion. This city is a corporation; an owner 


of property. Why should it not be prepared | 


to exercise its rights of ownership of the 
utilities that are vital to its various stock- 
holders—the people? "’ 

The Chairman then introducad Commis- 
sioner Monroe of the Department of Water 
Supply, Gas and Electricity, who said in 
part: 

“Tam making an effort to plawe the city 
on terms of equality with certafm domestic 


corporations doing business within its 
limits. These corporations have had the 
most valuable privileges extended to them 
by the State and by the city. They have 
secured franchises upon the theory that in 
competition prices woubd be reduced, and 
the public benefited. The gas companies 
and electric light companies have, how- 
ever, found it more pprofitable to combine 
than to compete. hey have discovered 
that franchises to lay pipes and conduits 
through the streets of ‘this city for the pur- 
pose of selling illuminating gas and elec- 
trical energy, while allowing a fair return 
in competition with ofther companies oper- 
ating in the same territory, are much more 
valuable when combimed together and all 
competition eliminated, 

“Prices fixed by open competition are 
one thing and prices; fixed by a monopoly 
effected by combinfing many independent 
franchises into a trust are another, and it 
is from the latter's prices that New York 
is suffering to-day. This condition has 
come about gradnally, and blame cannot 
be laid to any particular administration. 
It is a condition, however, which must be 
met, and any ‘administartion failing to 
meet it is unworthy of popular support, 

‘The companies deal in a necessity of 
life, and the only difference between this 
burden which the lighting combination has 
imposed on the city and the citi $ and a 
public debt ingurred by the misabpropria- 
tlon of public’ money, is that the people 
have it in thefr power to repudiate it. 

“We believe thut the city is paying too 
much for ligitt, and at the request of the 
present city adiministration a bill has been 
ntroduced into the Legislature empower- 
ing the city to erect and maintain a mu- 
nicipal electric light plant for public pur- 
poses if it is deemed best in the public in- 
terest so to do. Could any request be more 
moderate? We are simply asking for power 
to help ourselves.” 

Commissioner Monroe was followed by 
ex-Senator John Ford, who said that it was 
exhilarating to get before the people after 
an experience at Albany, where the atmos- 
phere was surcharged with “ grab."" He 
went into detalls, giving statistics to show 
an extraordinary difference between the 

rices paid for electric lighting furnished 
by the municipalities and the private cor- 
porations in various Massachusetts towns. 
The figures tended to show that the mu- 
nicipal lighting was far cheaper than the 
lighting furnished by the private corpora- 
tions, 

‘*Why do the gas and electric companies 
combat the proposed change to municipal 
lighting, when they claim that but 4 per 
cent. of their business is composed of 
municipal lighting?’’ the speaker asked. 
“Jt is because they know that municipal 
lighting will be a success, and that it will 
not be long before the municipal plant will 
not only be able to furnish light to the 
public institutions, but to private concerns 
and to householders., And they know that 
this will lead to the municipal ownership 
of all public utilities in this city.’ x 

John De Witt Warner closed the meeting 
with a short appeal to citizens to back up 
the municipal corporation in a fight for 
the right to establish the lighting plant. 
Afterward resolutions that approved the 
bill before the Legislature were passed. 


FINE FOR GAS COMPANY. 


Sued Because Meter Was 


Locked, Stopping Supply. 

After attempting to compel Mrs. Walter 
E. Crandell of 387 East Thirteenth Street 
to pay 70 cents for gas that, according to 
the finding of Justice Joseph in the Seventh 
District Court, was not consumed by her 
and shutting off the gas supply, the Consol- 
idated Gas Company of New York has been 
directed by the court to pay $184 damages 
and the costs of the suit, making about 
$200. j 
An erasure in the account of Mrs. Cran- 
dell on a ledger in the office of the Consol- 
‘dated's constituent company, the New Am- 
sterdam Gas "Company, at Third Avenue 
and Twenty-fifth Street, and the discovery 
that the charge for gas antedated her occu- 
pancy of the premises were the reasons for 
the finding. Counsel for the company 
pleaded for a reduction of the fine, but was 
overruled, 

In the trial on Wednesday afternoon it 
was shown that Mrs. Crandell on May 19, 
1902, applied for gas, which was turned on 
in a few days. During the next two months 
she paid for the gas she consumed, but de- 
clined to pay the additional charge of 70 
cents on each bill. Ip July she received a

notice from the New Amsterdam Company 
that unless the 70 cents was paid by July 


27 the meter would be turned off. On Aug. 
14 the gas was turned off and the meter

rs. Crandell appealed to the company, 
threatening to sue but the officials de- 
manded the payment of the 70 cents that 
she insisted she did not owe. On Oct. 4 
the moter was unlocked and the supply re- 

ed. 

Suit was instituted by Mrs, Crandell for 
$ as a fine for cutting off the supply. 
There was difficulty in proving that the 

3 company was responsible for the lock- 
e€ meter. The officials said that 
they did not know that the menpector had 
done it, and if he had, they said, he had 
made no report to their office. 

The company’s ledger showed that the 
debit item of 70 cents was under the date 
of April 7. Mrs. Crandell had made appli- 
cation on May 19. It had been carried for- 
ward from’an old ledger, it was said. 

Court Interpreter Fisher, who sat near 
Joseph Rascowitz, the gas company’s book- 

eeper, noticed that there were two or 
three dull, rou blisters on the page of 
the ledger. and he was convinced that 
they were the marks of erasures. He 
called the matter to the attention of Jus- 
tice Joseph. 

The Justice examined the book, and then 
obtained from the head bookkeeper and 
Malcolm M. Graham, Secretary of the Am- 
sterdam Company, an explanation that 
when a meter is closed for any reason 
two red lines are drawn under the account 
of the tenant, which indicate that the 
account is clesed and the meter locked. 
Between these marks appear the name or 
initials of the Inspector who closed the 
meter and the date of the closing. 

Justice Joseph asked for an explanation 
of the erasures. It could not be given, 
although the bookkeeper and the Secretary 
contended that no red lines had been there. 

he company was fighting the claim of Mrs. 
Crandell on the ground that there was no 
proof that the lock had been placed on the 
meter by one of its representatives. Mrs. 
Crandell submitted in evidence the threat 
of the company to close the meter if the 
payment of 70 cents was not made. 

In the line where the report of the 
meter’s register indicated that the gas had 
been stopped, and where, had the report 
been made, would have been the initials of 
the man who closed it, there was nothing 
except the indication that there had been 
Justice Jcseph therefore ren- 
dered a dccision in favor of the plaintiff. 
He said that there was no reason for the 
discontinuance of the supply. 

The attorneys for the defendant have ex- 
pressed their intention to take an appeal.

Declares That the Bill to Empower the 
Municipality to Build May 
Be Passed. 


Commissioner Monroe of the Department 
of Water Supply, Gas, and Electricity re- 


‘plied yesterday to the statement issued by 


John M. Bowers, counsel for the Consoli- 
dated Gas Company, in opposition to the 
city’s present plan to make a trial of the 
municipal ownership and operation of an 
electric lighting plant. 

The Commissioner declared that there 
was a chance that the bill allowing the city 


the right to build a municipal plant might 
pass the Legislature. He said that the bill 
would probably be reconsidered in com- 
mittee and that attempts would be made 
to have a favorable report. 

In his remy the Commissioner said: 

“In the closing paragraph of my report 
on municipal lighting to the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment [ said: ‘ Whether 
reasonable prices can be obtained from pri- 
vate companies or whether the city can 
with better results maintain and operate 
its own plant is for you to determine.’ In 
the beginning of Mr. Bowers’s argument I 
find the following: ‘The question whether 
or not the public Nghting of the City of 
New York may be best obtained by munici- 
pal plant or by other means is, of course, 
one for the authorities of the city to de- 
termine.’ If Mr. Bowers is stating what 
he actually believes, how can he justify 
himself in obstructing the passage of the 
Elsberg bill, which merely gives the mu- 
nicipal ayshorities the power to so deter- 
mine? 

‘Mr. Bowers attacks the official reports 
of Chicago and Detroit, the two largest 
cities in this country which operate munici- 


pal electric lighting plants for public pur- 


oses. During the entire period of the ex- 
stence of the municipal plant in Chicago, 
viz,, from 1887 to 1902, inclusive, the total 
appropriations both for construction and 
maintenance were $3,401,663.05. The total 
number of lamps used during this entire 

erlod was 26,705. At an average cost of 

165.62 r lamp r year, (the price given 
by Mr. Bowers,) it would have cost Chica- 
go over $4,400,000, 

“ According to Mr. Bowers’s figures Chi- 
cago has expended merely on the mainte- 
nance of its municipal electric lights $1,000,- 
000 more than was appropriated by the 
City Government to ulld, operate, and 
maintain the plant. Who can have provid- 
ed this enormous sum of money? Mr. Bow- 
ers gives Messrs. Haskins and Sells as his 
authority for these figures, but I can find 
no such statement in the reports of these 
accountants, 

‘During the period mentioned Chicago 
could have rented its electric lights at the 
average price of $132 per lamp of 2,000 can- 
dle power per lamp, very much less than 
Mr. Bowers tells us their own municipal 
la have cost Chicago, 

ee Bowers’s criticism of the Detroit 
munie¢ipal plant is hardly worthy of seri- 
ous considerativn. I stated in ‘my com- 
munication to the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment that in a report dated June 
30, 1902, the cost of a 2,000 candle power 
lamp for Detroit is given at $63.82, but 
that The Electrical World and Engineer 
makes a critical analysis of the report, and 
in its issue of Feb. 28 expressed the opin- 
ion that 2,000’ candle power lamps cost 
the City of Detroit $80. Mr. Bowers neglects 
to give the figures. To show that in the 
opinion of one of the strongest opponents 
oF municipal ownership Detroit is getting 
for $80 what New York pays $146 for is not 
what Mr. Bowers at this time desires,"’ 


ARKANSAS CENTRAL CHARTER. 


Special to The New York Times, 
MEMPHIS, April 9.—The recently organ- 
ized Arkansas Central Railroad Company 
has filed a charter, with a capital stock of 
$3,000,000. The purpose of the company is 
to build a line of railway from Paris to 
Dardanelle and thence by way of Olio and 
Onyx to Hot Springs. The Directors of the 
company are F’. A, Molitor, J. C. Hart, W. 
Te, ardner, W. R. Abbott, and A. W, Le- 
ebre. 

It is reported that the line is backed by 
the Goulds and that it is eventually to 
have a Southern outlet at New Orleans. 
Mr. Molitor, who is President and Chief 
Engineer of the jine, says that forty miles 
of the road will be built at once from 
Dardanelle through Olio to pipe lands 
in the southwestern part of Perry County. 
Mr. Molitor was until recently with the 
ree Oklahoma and Gulf as Chief En- 
gineer.

First.of Mass Meeting Series to be 
Held To-night. 


Positive Legislation Also Suggested by 
Mr. Low—He Wants Pending Meas- 
ures “ Killed Beyond Resur- 
rection,” 


e “‘ grab bills,’’ which have been intro- 
duced in the Legislature at Albany, have 
stirred the leaders of the Citizens’ Union 
to oppose the measures which they declare 
would, if passed, rob thé city of rights 
worth millions. Some of the members also 
‘Geclare that the “grab bills"’ introduced 
this year are the most notorious measures 
which the lobbyists at Albany have ever 
attempted to put through in opposition to 
the rights and wishes of the public. Cards 
were distributed throughout the city yes- 

‘bearing the following inscription: 

. the people or the railroads own the 
streets? Mass meetings will be held to 
protest against the ‘sneak’ grab bills at 
Albany, that distribute to the railroads un- 
limited and unrestricted powers and fran- 
chises, giving them all they want and more 
than belongs to them—at Cooper Union, 
Friday, April 10; 8 P. M., and Lexington 
Avenue Opera House, Saturday, April 11, 
at 8 P. M.”’ 

R. Fulton Cutting is to act as Chairman 
y of the Cooper Union meeting, and the 
Speakers will be John De Witt Warner, 


John Brooks Leavitt, Frank Moss, and 
John S. Lehmaier. The meeting in the Lex- 
ington Avenue Opera House will be pre- 
sided over by Wheeler H. Peckham, and 
the speakers will be President Cantor of 
the Borough of Manhattan, Henry George, 
Herbert Parsons, John Ford, and Mrs. H. 
Stanton Blatch. 

Mayor Low issued yesterday a statement 
of the city’s opposition to the “ grab bills.” 
Mayor Low also showed how the city would 
retaliate by demanding the passage at Al- 
bany of bills which would be in the inter- 
ests of the people and not of ‘the railroads. 

Mayor Low's statement is as follows: 

“The so-called ‘street railway grab’ 
bilis at Albany should meet with the most 
determined opposition of every citizen of 
New York who cares for the good name 
and the welfare of his city. Mr. Whitman, 
for the administration, has been opposing 
them from the day of their introduction, 
and I am delighted that the community is 
becoming so thoroughly aroused. Great 
thanks are due to the newspapers for the 
splendid support they have given to the 
administration in this struggle, and to such 
organizations as the West Side Transit 
Committee, the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation, the Citizens’ Union, and the City 
Club, for the efforts they are making in 
the good cause. 

“The first of these bills to attract gen- 
eral attention was Senate Bill 181, intro- 
duced by Senator Goodsell, who stoutly 
affirmed that it had no reference to New 
York. Doubtless he had been misinformed. 
When told that the administration would 
withdraw its opposition if New York was 
exempted in express terms from the effect 
of his bill, this was refused. Later the 
Senator consented to have the bill 
amended that it should not apply 
Borough of Manhattan. 

“* But this bill alone would not accomplish 
all that was desired, and, therefore, various 
other bills, several of which are more or 
less related to each other, were introduced 
by Senators from @ifferent parts of the 
State. Every one of these bills was drawn 
by a master hand, with the evident purpose 
of reviving street railroad rights that had 
expired or had become in one way or an- 
other valueless. Senator Goodsell’s will- 
ingness to omit from the scope of his bill 
the Borough of Manhattan convinces me 
that these were intended to apply to the 
Union Railway Company in the Borough of 
the Bronx. 

“TI think I know also what suggested the 
introduction of these bills. The Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment has been con- 
sidering for several months the form of a 
franchise to be granted to the Union Rail- 
way Company, under the charter, for the 
use of the Macomb’s Dam Bridge. At one 
of these hearings a resident of the Bronx, 
Mr. C. S. Simpson, openly charged that the 
Union Railway Company was using certain 
streets of the Bronx without the necessary 
consent of the local authorities. Mr. Simp- 
son has since given me much further in- 
formation. The counsel of the company, 
who was then present, made what struck 
me at the time as a very lame reply; and [I 
incline to think that these particular bills 
were born of that incident. It was evi- 
dently felt to be too hazardous to present 

_at first a single bill for the accomplishment 
of the desired object, lest the meaning of it 
should be immediately recognized. 

“Senator Goodsell, a Republican from 
Orange County, was therefore called upon 
to introduce a bill that would do a part of 
the work; Senator L’Hommedieu, a Repub- 
lican of Niagara County, introduced an- 
other, and Senator Grady, a Tammany 
Hall Democrat from this city, introduced 
still another. Senator Goodsell’s bill and 
Senator Grady’s bill have been, in effect, 
united in a new bill, just introduced by 
Senator Wilcox, a Republican of Cayuga 
County; but the original bills have not been 
abandoned. Senator L’Hommedieu’s bill 
has already passed the Senate, and is in the 
hands of the Railroad Committee of the 
Assembly. 

“These bills have been sufficiently dis- 
cussed in the newspapers to make it un- 
necessary for me at this time to speak of 
them in detail. My present purpose is ac- 
complished in acquainting the people of 
the city and of the State with my belief, 
which I conceive to be well founded, that 
these measures are intended to give to the 
Union Railway Company, without payment, 
privileges which they have forfeited or 
which have lapsed, and which, under the 
present charter of the city and laws of the 
State, they can only regain by paying for 
them what they are worth. We have had 
one ‘ Huckleberry Road’ scandal in the his- 

-tory.of New York City and We do not want 
another. 

“IT think it not unlikely also that these 
amendments are intended in some way to 
warm into life the incomplete franchise of 
the People’s Traction Company, which re- 
ceived the conditional consenteof the mu- 
nicipal authorities of New York on or about 
July 1, 1895. 

“The very unfrankness with which these 
matters have been brought forward in the 
Legislature, and the pretense that they af- 
fect only other cities in other parts of the 
State, are enough to condemn them, and 
especially when it is known that the coun- 
sel of the Metropolitan Street Railway 
Company, which, with the Union Rallway 
Company, are parts of ‘the Interurban sys- 
tem, has been-in Albany repeatedly in the 
interest of these measures. 4 

“Senator L’Hommedieu’s bill extends, 
from Dec. 31, 1908, to Dea 31. 1906, certain 
consents that presumably will cease to be 
effective without this extension. Senator 
Foley’s bill, No. 803, deprives the individual 
passenger of his right of redress for the 
failure to receive a transfer, and thraws 
upon the Attorney General of the State the 
duty of bringing actions in such cases. 
Mr. Cadin’s bill attempts to permit a rail- 
road, which has not been able to obtain a 
complete consent, to operate that part of 
its road for which it has been able to ob- 
tain’ a consént; in other words, it proposes 
to break up routes into fragments, at the 
pleasure of the railroad company. 

“TI call upon every public-spirited organi- 
zation in the city, and upon every public- 
spirited citizen, to communicate without 
delay with their Senators and Assembly- 
men, protesting against the passage of 
these bills. Not one of them is in the pub- 
lic interest. Every single bill lets: down 
some bar which has been erected—either 
by the amendments to the State Constitu- 

on, passed in 1874, or by the general rail- 
road law—for the protection of the public 
interest. I hope that letters and telegrams 
and protests of every kind will deluge the 
Senate and the Assembly until these bills 
are killed, beyond resurrection. — 

**My inquiry into this subject has led me 
to ie discovery that the Union Rhilway 
Company has probably been at work, be- 
fore this, in the endeavor to secure by in- 
direction what it cannot secure openly. By 
Chapter 508 of the Laws of 1961, Section 5 
of the General Railroad Law, in relation 
to the forfeiture of corporate existence, 
was amended in this significant fashion: 
Section 5 originally provided 

If any domestic railroad corporation shall not 
within five years after its certificate of incor- 
poration 1s filed begin the construction of its 
roads, and expend thereon.10 per cent. of the 


amount of the capital stock, or shall not finish- 


its road and put it in operation within ten 
years from the time of filing,such certificate, its 
“corporate existence and powers shal! cease. 

“By the act referred to, Chapter 508 of 
“the laws of 1901, this significant amend- 


ment, with one other provision applying 
to steam railroads, was added to this sec- 

tion: j 
_ Whis section shall not apply to any street sur- 
$ ee railroad company incorporated prior to 
’ July 1, 1895, which has obtained or become the

corporated in 1892; the People’s Traction 
Company in 1895, prior to July 1. There is 
no apparent reason in the public interest 
why these two companies should have been 
excepted from the salutary provisions of 
Section 5 of the General Railroad Law. 
If Senator Wilcox’s bill should pass, still 
more exceptions would be made in favor 
of some companies, and probably in favor 
of these two. 

“I have already said that I hope the 
ending bills will be defeated, but I do not 
ntend to stop there. I propose to send to 
Mr. Whitman, the city’s representative at 
Albany, an act to repeal Chapter 508 of 
the Laws of 1901, so as to compel these 
companies to again come under the salu- 
tary provisions of the General> Railroad 
Law, as originally passed. I do not con- 
ceive that the public is obliged to content 
itself with simply beating off attacks upon 
its interests. I think it fully entitled to 
regain from corporation® privileges that 
they have obtained by such an amendment 
as this. Now is New York’s opportunity 
to make it clear, once for alli, that no more 
public franchises shall be granted in this 
or without just compensation, and that no 
old franchises can be revived, with the 
city’s consent, by legislation intended to 
Set aside the salutary provisions of the 
General Railroad Law, as originally passed, 
oe of the constitutional amendments of 

“ The pending bills would be largely inef- 
fective if they did not revive rights, long 
since lapsed, by some skillful legal formula 
that would exempt them from the opera- 
tions of the constitutional amendments of 
1874. The very fact that one of Senator 
Grady’s bills, and now Senator Wilcox’s 
bill, validates a certificate given by only 
one member of a Board of Directors shows 
that some of the corporate rights to be 
revived must be those of a very old cor- 
poration. Except in such a case it is not 
conceivable that only one Director, out of 
nine or more, should now be living.’’ 


NO REPORT ON “GRAB” BILL. 


Senate Railroads Committee Refuses to 
Give Its Sanction to the Wil- 
- cox Measure. 


ALBANY, April 9.—An attempt was made 
in executive session of the Senate Rail- 
roads Committee last night to get out the 
railroad “‘grab”’ bill of Senator Wilcox 
that has created so much opposition and is 
said to be in the interest of the Union 
Railway Company in New York City. 

It is understood that the vote on the bill 


was six against and four in favor, as fol- 
lows: Against—Senators Brown, Ambler; 
Fancher, Martin, Plunkitt, and“"Wagner. 
For—Senators Wilcox, Goodsell, Sherwood, 
and Prime. . 

It is understood that the advocates of the 
measure have by no means giyen up hope 
of getting it out of committee... They be- 
lieve that they can win over at least one 
Democratic member of the committee to its 
support, and they count on Senator Lewis, 
who was absent last night. 

Chairman Wilcox is much incensed over 
the attacks which have been made upon the 
measure by Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Whitman. He said to-day that if Mr. Whit- 
man continued to indulge in the character 
of criticism which he has been directing 
against the Railroads Committee it was not 
improbable that a number of city bills 
—— be held up in the Senate in retali- 
ation. 


BROKEN TEETH CAUSE SUIT. 


Richard K, Fox Wants $10,000 Damages 
for Injuries in Street. Car 
Accident. 


Richard K. Fox appeared as plaintiff: in 
the Supreme Court yesterday in a suit 
against the Metropolitan Street Railway 
Company for $10,000 damages for having 
two of his teeth broken in an accident 
while alighting from a One Hundred and 


Twenty-fifth Street crosstown car. The 
suit is to be tried on Monday next. 

_Mr. Fox, in his complaint, said that on 
ihe evening of Nov. 3, 1900, he was in a 
cur on One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street at Eighth Avenue, going eastward. 
As the car approached Fifth Avenue he 
signaled the conductor, and as the ear 
stopped he alighted. While he was on the 
step, with one foot on the pavement, the 
car started, he said, throwing him to the 
pavement. 

The defense of the company is contribu- 
tory negligence in attempting to alight be- 
tore the car stopped. 


ACCUSED OF DEFALCATIONS. 


Had Poison in His Pocket and Appar- 
ently Was on His Way to Com- 
mit Suicide. 


Edward Schleomann, a bookkeeper, forty- 
seven years old, and residing at 127 Seventh 
Street, was arraigned before Magistrate 
Mayo in the Tombs Police Coutt yesterday 
and held in $500 bail on a charge of grand 
larceny. The complainant against him was 


Leon Adler, a dealer in colors and chemi- 
cals, of 100 William Street, in whose em- 
ploy the prisoner has been for five years. 
The specific larceny for which the charge 
has reference, according “to Sedley A. 
Strand, a fellow-clerk, was committed last 
December, and involved only $14. The en- 
tire amount of Schleomann’s peculations is 
said to reach into the thousands. 

In his pocket when he was arrested was 
found a package containing sufficient arse- 
nic to kill a dozen men. From a letter 
found on him it would appear that Schleo- 
mann was on his way to the East River, 
where he intended to swallow the arsenic 
and then throw himself into the water. The 
clerk, who is married and has children, 
told an attache of the police court that his 
defalcations were due to @ woman whose 
acquaintance he had made. 


THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—The disturbance that 
was central Wednesday night over Northern, Ne- 
vada has moved to Southeast Montana, leaving 
a secondary disturbanee over the northern portion 
of Nevada and Utah. Thegpressure is also low 
ever the remaining distriéts west of the Mis- 
cissippi River. AS a@ consequence there have 
been general rains or showers west of the Rocky 
Mountains and local thunderstorms in Western 
Texas, Okiahcma, Indian Territory, Kansas, and 
Western Missouri. There were also light showers 
in New York anc Eastern Pennsyliania. Tem- 
peratures are considerably higher east of the 
Mississippi River, except in the lake region and 
along the Miadle and South Atlantic and Gulf 
Coasts, They have also risen on the Northern 
siope. In the districts west of the Rocky 
Mountains they have fallen decidedly, and are 
from 2 to 15 uegrees below the seasonal average, 
except in the middle plateau. 

There will be rain or showers generally on 
Friday from the Mississippi Valley westward, 
except possibly snow in Montana and the North- 
ern plaieau, followed by fair’ weather Saturday 
from the slope region westward. There will be 
showers Saturday east of the Mississippi Valley. 
It will be colder Friday in the slope and plateau 
regions, the Missouri Valley, and Western Gulf 
States, and colder Saturday in the Lower Ohio 
Valley and Eastern Gulf States. 

On the New England and Middle Atlantic 
Coasts fresh west winds will become variable, 
shifting later to east; on the South Atlantic 
and/Gulf Coasts they will be light to fresh and 
r.ostly south; on the upper lakes, brisk east to 
southeast, and on the lower lakes fresh east.

It will be seen that our remarks the 
other day about the complaint of an 
American business man of the bad pack- 
ing of certain stoves shipped to Central 
America, and arriving there in the form 
of scrap iron, have drawn fire from un- 
expected quarters. The Sun, which 
printed the original complaint, has since 
pripted several letters in substantiation 
of it. And we print to-day a letter from 
Capt. ZaALinsk detailing his individual 
and suggestive experience in the same 
direction.

points out, the case is entirely altered 


when a slow and long ocean voyage has 


to be considered. It is of the first 
urgency that goods intended for deliv- 
ery by such a route shall be so packed 
as to defy all the chances of wind and 


weather and gross negligence in the 
handling. Otherwise, a delay not of 


hours or days, but of months, may be 
involved. The consignee, anxiously 
awaiting the arrival of his order, and 
finding it at last arrive in a perfectly 
unavailable and worthless shape, may be 
excused for declining any further busi- 
ness, not only with the individual ship- 
per, but with his “ nationals.”” He may 
be excused for preferring inferior goods 
from other countries, which at least do 
arrive in good order, to none. 

As Mr. LABoUCHERE’s imaginary 
“ American in London” remarked, “ Sir, 
hell itself could not be successfully con- 
ducted upon such principles as those.”’ 
This matter of packing is only one of 
the items in which the American mer- 
chant, pampered upon the “ home mar- 
ket,”’ shows himself a helpless child in 
the international competition. What an 
enormous moral and intellectual benefit 
it would be to him to throw open even 
this home market to his foreign com- 
petitors. Then he would have to learn, 
and would learn, to stand up against 
competition from all comers. But it 
ought to be becoming evident to him 
that, if he is going to reach out for the 
trade of the world, it behooves him to 
learn his business very much better than 
he knows it now. 

THE CHINESE INDEMNITY. 

The explanation from Washington of 
our respect to the Chinese 
indemnity is calculated to clear up sev- 
eral misconceptions. Readers of news- 
papers generally took their views of that 
attitude from a Shanghai dispatch to 
The London Times. The dispatch set 
forth that, since the protocol provides 
that the indemnity shall be payable in 
gold, or at the rates of exchange corre- 
sponding to the dates of maturity, “‘ the 
action of the American Government is 
equivalent to a declaration that the oth- 
ten Powers have misconstrued the 
protocol, and complicates future negotia- 
tions.”’

FOOL FRIENDS AND THE BLACKBALL, 
An applicant for membership in a so- 
cial club who is persona non grata to 
enough of its members to be black- 
balled, may well pray to be delivered 
from the fool friends who immediately 
proceed to proclaim the injustice done 
him and to make common cause against 
those who have decided that the appli- 
cant was not eligible for the particular 
association to which he aspired. By rea- 
son of the zeal of friends of the char- 
acter described, a prominent military 
officer stationed in Washington has been 
put in a position of embarrassment. due 
to the wide proclamation of the fact that 
he failed of election to a club in which 
he had‘ been proposed. This might hap- 
pen to almost any one without disgrace; 
but the fact that it happens relatively 
seldom to gentlemen who are clubable 
makes it an incident which a discreet 
person with the usual amount of self-re- 
spect does not care to have publicly pro- 
claimed or talked about. His friends 
cannot do him a greater disservice than 
to lose their tempers over it and threat- 
en to resign in a body, as they have 
done in the case of the Washington Club.

SCHOOL TEACHERS’ PENSIONS. 
Assembly Bill No, 1,599, introduced by 


Mr. DooLinG, has for its object to give 


effect to, under the form of amending, 
that section of the Greater New York 
charter which deals with the retiring 
pensions of superannuated schol teach- 
ers. 

Oné obvious and gross injustice the bill 
corrects. The amount of the retiring 
pension, at first smaller, was made by 
special statute, half pay in the case of 
Principals. Buyt, through oversight, the 
incrcase was not made applicable to 
those Principals who had already retired 
on the smaller allowance. Evidently 
there is nothing to be said in favor of 
this discrimination. It should be wiped 
out at the earliest moment, and it will 
be removed by the enactment of the 
Dooling bill, which ought therefore to 
be enacted at the present session. The 
principle of pensions having once been 
admitted and embodied in the law, jus- 
tice demands equality of treatment in 
like cases, no matter what the cost. But, 
as matter of fact, the whole cost to the 
city of this act of simple justice will not 


be $10,000 a year.

~—Those who are making such desperate 
attempts to bring discredit upon Gen. 
LEONARD Woop by utilizing what seems to 
be the single unquestionable fact that he, 
like many others, was deceived as to the 
character of the too versatile ‘‘ Capt. BEL- 
LAIRS,”’ find it necessary, and, with the 
General at sea, deem it safe, to assume 
that he was employing the abilities of 
** BELLarRs”’ as a writer as an ald toward 
getting the position in the Philippines now 
held by Gov. Tart. Light on the accuracy 
of this assumption is cast by Mr. D. A. 
WILLEY in a letter printed in The Balti- 
more Herald. Mr. WItLuLzey, who has known 
Gen. Woop for years, was in Washington 
just before the General started for the 
East, and in the course of a long conver- 
sation with him spoke of the rumors then 
current that he was to succeed in time to 
the Govyernorship of the islands. Gen. 
Woop at once, and with emphasis, denied 
that there was any foundation for these re- 
ports. ‘‘My work,” he said, ‘ will not in- 
terfere with that of Gov. Tart in the least, 
and will be confined strictly to military 
features. So far as I know there is not 
the slightest intention to make any change 
whatever in his office, and I shall co-op- 
erate with him in every way possible. I 
believe,’ he continued, with what Mr. 
WILLEeY now thinks was a eriticism of the 
* Bellairs "" book on the Philippines, “* that 
some reference has been made to affairs in 
the Philippines which have reflected on 
Gov. Tart, and a very foolish comparison 
has been made with conditions which pre- 
vailed in Cuba. The lines of work in which 
he has been engaged are entirely dissimi- 
lar, and the publicity is to be regretted, 
since it fs so hable to hamper the plans 
which he is endeavoring to carry out." 

If Gen. Woop neither desires nor expects 
to supplant Gov. Tart, the efforts to ex- 
ploit the Bellairs scandal are curtously fu- 
tile. Mr. WiuLry asks very pertinently 
why the General is attacked because of the 
praises of one writer of shady reputation, 
when he has been the subject of more en- 
thusiastic laudations from scores whose 
sincerity is beyond doubt, and he also calls 
attention to the fact that the descriptions 
of the General's work in Santiago which 
first fixed public attention on him were 
written by Mr. ALBERT G. ROBINSON, the 
special correspondent of The Evening Post.

KENNEDY by’ name, who, in a letter which 
we printed, attacked our statement that 
men to obey an order to commit such hor- 
rid murders would be hard to find in the 
American Army, and added: * How unrea+ 
sonable you are, Mr. Editor, in saying 
such things to your intelligent readers, 
when you know that any human reptile 
who wil] hire himself out for $13 per month 
to shoot his fellow-men will do it~yes, and 
glory in it, and proclaim himself a hero.” 
This characterization of our soldiers went 
far, for yesterday we received a letter from 
Malabang, Mindanao, signed by a private 
in the Fifteenth Cavalry, which read as fol- 
lows: ¢ 

In looking over some old papers to-day I no- 
ticed the inclosed communication, (Mr. KEn- 
NEDY’S.) Though nearly & year has passed since 
Mr. KENNEDY'S letter was written, an opportunt- 
ty to defend ourselves from such slander should 
not be passed by. As for us Airing ourselves out 
for $18 per month, I think it is better to have 
people enlist of their own accord than to have 
to be drafted into the service, as would be the 
case if all the men were like N. T. K. If N. T, 
K, were to serve three years over here he would 
not be so apt to abuse soldiers, but men of his 
class do not give up the comforts of home and 
come over here and live in tents, and die of 
fever or dysentery or get boloed by the natives. 
Oh, no! They prefer to stay at home, where 
it is safe. If American people rebel against the 
laws of the United States they should suffer, 
and if the law hasn’t the power the army can 
back it up. 

As coming from ‘‘a human reptile who 
will hire himself out for $18 per month to 
shoot his fellow-men "’ we consider this let- 
ter interesting and somewhat pathetic. The 
Poughkeepsie patriot will doubtless find 
other qualities in it—and much may he 
enjoy his discoveries,

having been inconsiderate enough to under- 
bid several of our own corporations for the 
work of carrying troops and supplies up 
into the Yukon country, fear has fallen

PACKING FOR FOREIGN MARKETS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The editorial in THz New York TIMES 
of to-day strikes a point which I have been 
“up against,’’. and I am glad that it has 
been taken up. 

In my various travels in South America 
and the Far East I have had dinned into 
my ears constantly the woes and troubles 
of merchants who venture to turn to the 
United States for merchandise and ma- 
chinery. Complaints were constantly heard 
regarding the insufficiency and _ ineffi- 
ciency of the packing. Goods would, there- 
fore, arrive injured by water, &c., and ma- 
chimery broken. ‘ 

One cannot realize how roughly things 
are handled from ship to lighter and from 


lighter to shore, &c., unless he has himself 
seen it. This is a eager gy the case in 
transit at the Isthmus of Panama. The 
result is that our material arrives at its 
destination with boxes broken and con- 
tents injured. This is most detrimental to 
the growth of our export trade. For peo- 
ple naving had such experiences once will 
not venture again to order from the United 
States, but will rather take the evids of in- 
ferior material, and in some cases possibly 
dearer material, with the assurance given 
by the superior Bm = of the European 
manufacturer and merchant. 

This is one of the weakest points of our 
armor, and although it has been preached 
against time and time again, complaint 
does not produce the result it should. Bear 
in mind that the loss is not alone due to 
the mere cost of the machinery, with cost 
of freights, duties, &c., but to the fact that 
it takes a very long time to replace the 
machinery from other directions; it is or- 
dered because it is wanted, and being de- 
prived of its use for months causes a con- 
siderable loss and inconvenience. In other 
words, “it is a long distance from the 
Bowery,” and a round of intercommunica- 
tion takes a great deal of time. 

But recently I had placed orders for 
machinery for Peru with two different con- 
cerns. I implored the shippers to do the 
packing carefully. I always received the 
fame response—that they knew how to 
pack and had a very wide experience. But 
n both cases the goods arrived in Peru 
with packing so smashed that the ma- 
we was broken, and consequently use- 
ess. 

Now, repair shops are not to be found 
in many places to which these things are 
sent. he result is that the machinery 
cannot be used, and the buyers are dis- 
gusted and turn away from us.

MR. LAMBERT’S OLD MASTERS. 


Selections from His Paterson Collection 
at the Union League. 


The Union League Club is enjoying, and 
will retain for exhibition until Tuesday 
next, a number of old paintings belonging 
to Mr. Catholina Lambert of Paterson, N. 
J., President of the Silk Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, a collector well known in the 
Arts and Lotos Clubs, whose home at Pat- 


erson is filled with one of the largest and 
best gatherings in America of works by the 


British and Continental masters of paint- 
ing. He has lent the club six examples of 
old Italian, four of Spanish, nine of Dutch, 
nine of British, and three of French art. 
His Murillo, a ‘‘ Madonna of the Rosary,’’ 
occupies the post of honor in the small 


room opening out from the large gallery. 
The Virgin, with curly brown hair, almond 
eyes, and a sweet expression, holds the 
nude Bambino on her lap, and the latter, 
catching up the rosary that is round her 
neck, raises the little cross which hangs from 
it and holds it up as if to display it to the 
spectator. The coloring is rich; one is 
almost tempted to call it elegant, like the 


Virgin herself and the intelligent Child. 
The mouths of Virgin and Bambino are cast 
in the perfect shape called Cupid’s bow: 
There is a certain sumptuous look about 
this Holy Family which Murillo shares 
with Van Dyck. 


An “ Assumption of the Virgin,” by Car- 


reno de Miranda, belongs to the same 
school, but is less natural in pose, richer 
but less smooth in values of color. The 
Virgin is clad in a dark blue robe very rich 
in texture; she places her finger tips to- 
gether in prayer and raises her fine eyes, 
while the little angels who have “ nothing 
to sit down with,’ play hide and seek in 
the clouds behind. A fine bit of painting is 
the full-length portrait of a young Spanish 
lady in an old-rose gown, said to be a 
daughter of Velasquez. It is by Francisco 
Pacheco, the father-in-law of Velasquez 


and one of his masters. A quaint vase, full 
of dull-painted flowers, gives a sober glow 
to the right-hand upper corner; a_ little 
short-hair spaniel, very hard-painted, is 
seen in the left-hand lower corner. When 
Mr. Lambert received this picture there 
was no lap dog in it. A careful investiga- 
tion showed that there had been over- 
painting in this corner at some time, and 
when this was removed, the hard but not 
unlifelike doglet was brought to light. The 
lady is young, has longish almond eyes, and 
certainly her grandpa, if it be in fact a 
daughter of Velasquez, has ‘done her 
3 pes * in the painting of her dress at any 
rate. 

The two Rembrandts comprise a seated 
Rabbit. with patriarchal beard, and a large 
Dutch interior with an old man seated by 
the hearth, two women crouching to the 
= and left, and a youth with hand to 
his breast and a modest look, standing in 
the firelight opposite the old man. his 
is called ‘‘Joseph Relating His Dream,” 
though there is almost nothing in the scene 
or in the several figures to suggest the 
Bible or the East. A very admirable like- 
ness of a burgher is the ‘“ Portrait of a 
Gentleman,” by Van der Helst. It hangs 
beside a portrait oy F. Bor of Rembrandt 
in middle age, or, if it be not Rembrandt, 
then some one who singularly resembles 
him. If the fine, portl entleman lacks 
the strong contrasts of light and shade 
and the tonal quality of the school of Rem- 
brandt, there is a quiet strength about it 
which makes one feel that Van der Helst, 
when at his best, was scarcely inferior to 
the greater reputations of his day. A 
“Man with Jug,”’ by Jan Molinaer, has 
a coarse joviality and a bold brushwork, 
but we see the difference. A “ Head of 
the Virgin,”’ attributed to Quentin Matsys, 
has & little rosebud mouth, delicate finger- 
tips meeting in supplication, dovelike eyes, 
and a transparent veil over reddish hair. 
This is a very pleasing ‘ aa ** Indeed. 

Mr. Lambert has long been noted for his 
pictures by English and Scottish painters 
of the great epoch, 1750-1830, especially the 
portrait painters; his choice must have 
been difficult among so many that are 
fine. He has lent the attractive composi- 
tion by Sir Thomas Lawrence, the daugh- 
ters of the Marquis of Londonderry, and a 
young Irish girl, their friend, taking an 
outing in the country. It is the well-known 
animated group of pretty young giris, one 
of whom rides a donkey. Another Sir 
Thomas is the portrait bust of a romantic 
laéy in a big straw hat, a female counter- 
part of Lord Byron, whose singularly at- 
tractive face is half shaded by the broad 
brim. She wears a dark-red velvet gown, 
and her hat has a big black feather, which 
follows the reckless curve of its brim and 
adds not a little to the Byronic look. Of 
course Sir Thomas is there with his patent 
mouth, but the head is a rarely original 
one, for all that. For a representative of 
Sir Joshua Reynolds, he has chosen a seat- 
ed lady who is catalogued as the Countess 
of Rockingham. His specimen of Rae- 
burn is as much a gem as is the Van der 
Helst. The face of William Mackenzie in 
late middle age is painted with a life and 
sensitiveness rarely seen in Raeburn, who 
was not above hack work, and besides did 
not get the fat commissions of the more 
fashionable limners of his day. 

Another extraordinary canvas is the 
**Lake Nemi’’ by Richard Wilson, a view 
of the famous Italian lake with a shadowed 
foreground, an Italian woman seated at the 
foot of a big tree on the left, and a golden 
background—lake and distant shore. A 
single figure is seen in silhouette against 
the water, One thinks of Claude of Lor- 
raine, of Turner, and of Corot, before this 
exquisite scene, and begins to understand 
why people made so much of Richard Wil- 
son, notwithstanding the many common- 
place Italian landscapes which must be 
ut to his account. The “ Falls of Tivoli” 
s another ‘important ’’ Wilson, and prob- 
ably brought more money at the sales in 
which it has figured, but beside the ‘‘ Lake 
Nemi" it cannot hold its own. 

The six Italian canvases contain a Bot- 
ticelli, round of the ‘' Virgin, Bambino and 
Angel,’’ which is said to have the indorse- 
ment of Agnew the London expert; the 
portrait. of Bianca Capello by ronzino, 
and a St. John attributed to Luini. The 
most attractive of the six is a ‘‘ Virgin and 
Child’ by Andrea‘ Salai, with strong in- 
fluences of Leonardo da Vinci, a most 
charming picture in few strong colors with 
that suggestion of introspection which 
arises from the down-cast lids of the Vir- 
gin Mother. There are also Holy Families 
by Francia Bigio and Schidone Bartolom- 


meo. 

It is seldom that one finds a collection so 
rich as this in the sacred pictures of the 
great Italian and Spanish epochs, a col- 
lection that can boast of such masterpieces 
asthe Murillo and the Andrea Salal. 

Some of his pictures were bought by Mr. 
Lambert many years ago when prices for 
old masters, and especially for pictures 
“of the school of" were comparatively 
moderate, Others are recent acquisitions, 
for which he has been forced to pay 
roundly. 


PAINTINGS BY MISS ROBERTS. 


Versatility Shown by a Young Artist—A 
Successful Painter of Interiors 
with Women. 


Private shows in public galleries follow 
each other headlong. At the Durand-Ruel 
Gallery it was lately Miss Cecilia Beaux 
and then Mr. William von Glehn. Now it 
is another lady emulous of fame, and pres- 
ently the Secession from the secession, the 
Ten, will set the same walls quivering with 
their vibrations. 

Miss Elizabeth Wentworth Roberts loves 
her Emerson, and has painted with zest 
those pines near Walden, of which the 
genial Sage of Concord sang: 


Whether is better! the gift or the donor? 
“Come to me,’’ quoth the pine tree, 
*T am the giver of honor; 
He is great who can live by me."’ 


But she also has a shadowy view of the 
Old Manse at Concord, and a sternly sim- 
ple one of Emerson's study and of the 
standing desk beside the door which he 
used. Lovers of Emerson's poetry and es- 
says will be grateful to her for the en- 
thusiasm she brings to her task, giving 


views of the Concord River, the Assabet, 
and Peter's Field. Here, we may suppose, 
is the actual ledge of rocks mentioned by 
him in ‘‘ My Garden” : 


My garden is a forest ledge 
Which older forests bound; 

The banks slope down to the blue lake edge, 
Then plunge to depths profound. 

Ten smallish ee are devoted to the 
localities sacred to the memory of Emer- 
son and two canvases to copies of old 

ictures by Sandro Botticelli and Benozzo 
Gozzoll, which are in Florence—the Ma- 
donna of the Rose Bush, by the former, 
and a group of adoring angels by the 
latter. In these Miss Roberts catches some 
of the sorts of the originals without using 
at all the same method of painting; they 
have to be seen from a distance, for close 
inspection reveals a much looser, softer 
texture in the brush work. 

Were the exhibition merely one of Emer- 
son feemortes and cepies of old masters, it 
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her brush. “Here are clear " 
English sotl—'t Warkworth ** Aln- 
wick Castle,’* ‘‘ Durham Cath =“ The 
River Swale,’ and a series of smail panels. 
in each of which a woman and child is 
seen, with a_ background of some part of 
St. Mark’s, Venice, Framed together, this 
composite is called “ ‘The Madonnas of St. 
Mark's.” These figures are excellently 
cGrawn, and express a range of feelings, as 
if it were the story of a poor Venetian 
woman with a sick child, who pleads for 
its health» and finally shows her gratitude 
for its restoration by kissing the Madonna. 
“The Norwegian Bride’’ is a nice bit of 
color and a striking picture, but the face 
is not finished. ‘‘ My Grandmother's Birth- 
day’ is @ well-wrought interior with an 
old lady seated. It is, however, with two 
small pictures, “The White Shawl” and 
“The Black Shawl,”’ that this young paint- 
er touches her highest level. Like Whist- 
ler’s ‘*‘My Mother,” they are portraits of 
ladies of a certain age seated in rooms 
Quakeriike in their simplicity yet provided 
with pictures on the walls. They are very 
delightfully wrought without apparent % 
tort, yet without carelessness, and the lo 
color scheme adds to the impression of 
simple verity they make. These two little 
pictures of women by a woman are in truth 
worth al! the other thirty-three pictures 
together. 

A3 may be surmised, Miss Roberts is very 
uneven in her accomplishment as a paémnter, 
often producing landscapes which hardly pass 
the average mark, but now and then one 
that strikes a fine bit of cloud and land. 
Her figure work is often excellent, not so 
much in texture as in the pose and in a 
natural look of ease. It is such little inti- 
mate pieces as these interiors with seated 


women, however, that indicate promise for. 


the future. Were she to strive on this line, 
she could attain to fame. 


ART NOTES. — 


Brock’s statue of Gladstone has been 
placed !n Westminster Abbey near that of 
Beaconsfield. The ‘‘Great Commoner” of 
the end of the nineteenth century is shown 
in the ordinary dress of men of his time, 
while Beaconsfield appears in his robes of 
State. The sculptor has intended to mark 
the difference between these two states- 
men, one of whom always refused titles 
while dispensing them to others, while the 
other used all the means at his command to 
impress the public with pageantry and 
whatever else might tend, to seoearers 
British admiration for the throne and the 
privileged classes. There were no cere- 
monies at the unveiling.

The American Art Annual, compiled by 
Miss Florence N. Levy, is to appear in a 
third issue. The volume published in 1900 
will be much increased in size and will be 
seld for $5 per copy. It 1s to contain a 
revised list of all the art societies, mu~ 
seums, and other organizations in the coun- 
try and form also a book of reference for 
the events in art since 1900. The addresses 
of artists will be revised and much _infor- 
mation added which is useful to art dealers 
and collectérs as well as artists, such as 
tabulated prices obtained_for the work of 
artists at open sales. Thijs very useful 
work is at present trienniai instead of an- 
nual, but as its field widens it is likely to 
become annual in fact as well as in name,

The sale of paintings remaining in the 
studio of John H, Twachtman, held at the 
American Art Galleries, betokened an in- 
terest in native art which was very gratify- 
ing to those who are ambitious to see the 
picture buyers as keen to recognize merit 
among Americans as they are among Euro- 
pean artists. The rude estimate that prices 
can always be adjusted by connoisseurs, 
but the general public has ho other stand- 
ard by which to rank painters than the 
sums their pictures fetch in the open mar- 
ket. The sale of a man’s work without re- 


strictions constitutes a pretty good test of 
his popularity, and, tested by this, Twacht- 
man proved to be @ painter who had some- 
thing more than a small following of ar- 
dent admirers. His exquisite feeling for 
the subtle beauties of the snow-covered 
landscape, his power to express the fine 
shades of atmosphere on a sunny day in 
Summer, the reserved gayety of his tem- 
perament as it found expression in some 
view of a bay alive with leaping water and 
dotted with sailboats could not fail to 
affect every One who say this exhibition. 
Little sketches a few inches long were dig- 
puted wntil they brought round prices, 

the leading as were driven up to 
sums that when alive he rarely obtained 
by private sale.

Collectors of American pictures are in- 
creasing in number; their galleries are be- 
ing drawn upon by the Union League, the 
Century, the Lotos, the Democratic, Co- 
lonial, and other clubs. The National Arts 
is showing a loan collection of ideal figure 
pictures by native artists. At the Lotos 
the gallery of President Humphreys of Ste- 
vens Institute brought out a fine gathering 
of tonal painters and _ colorists—Martin, 
Wyant, Dessar, Ranger, Inness, father and 
son; Murphy, Ochman, Tryon—and so, as 
the season draws to a close, one is surprised 
at the vigorous life in the production and 
marketing of pictures in our own chief 
city, where native art has always been ata 
discount owing to the preponderance of 
the rich, who have foreign leanings or are 
of foreign birth. 

*,* 

Collectors are indeed eccentric and well- 
nigh unaccountable folk, take them as a 
class. There are those who despise every- 
thing painted since the close of the reign 
of the more or less Good Queen Bess, and 
others to whom British art between 17% 
and 1830 is the only norm for their esti 
mate of old masters. A few, a very few, 
are lovers of Italian work, even of Italian 
primitives, whose pictures are so little 
known over here, and so inadequately es- 
teemed in consequence. Others swear by 


the great French landscapists of 1830-1875, 
but cannot climb through them to an ap- 
preciation of the Dutch magicians of the 
brush who preceded them by full two cent- 
urles. All this, however, is as it should be, 
since it is thréugh the men who become 
fanatics over a certain school that the fin- 
est points in that school are brought out. 
The late Mr. Fuller, whose Claude Monets 
were sold last month, was such a worship- 
per; he concentrated his love of_pictures 
on the plein-airistes of France. Certainly 
his views and his example forced a good 
many people out of the idea that there is 
nothing but eccentricity in this latest de- 
velopment of landscape art, and made 
them more amenable to argument, made 
them at least suspend thelr judgments until 
they might happily detect in nature the 
very things which the painters of this 
school, despite the cries of M.. Géréme, 
select and insist on. things which, without 
their aid, we might never have seen. Thus 
do collectors in special fields contribute ta 
the general weal, though they begin on a 
selfish basis. 


- 


An example of the way in which the col- 
lector works for the public, not in this 
ease unconsciously, but very much of set 
purpose and to the point, is given by Mrs. 
John L. Gardner of Boston who has built 
and opened ‘‘Fenway Court,” a unique 
museum in Boston. The old works of in- 
dustrial art, the Italian primitive masters, 
the Oriental treasures she has gathered 
are no longer invisible to all but her friends, 
She has erected a building in the Italian 
style and arranged it so that the objects 
have surroundings that become them, and, 
so far as possible, belong to them. Mrs, 
Gardner knows the barren wastes of mu- 
seums abroad, and how the greatest works 
of art are treated there, placed side by 
side in endless rows without even so much 
as a bit of furniture to recall the sur- 
roundings for which they were painted, 
She intends to keep the environment of her 
old masters as like as possible to the period 
in which they were painted. Later on, 
when she adds to their number, it may be- 
come more difficult, but at present the 
effect is novel and attractive. Our mu- 
geum authorities may well take a hint from 
this connoisseur, who has carried through 
her purpose in a quiet and energetic fash- 
fon that may well be envied by those Di- 
rectors of museums who are hampered at 
every step by_a board composed in part 
at least of the heavy Philistine.

“Everyman” as a Popular The- 
atric Sensation, |

In a recent theatrical conversation the 
ymuestion was raised of the abilities of Mr. 
Robert Lorraine, who is playing one of 
the leading parts in “‘ Pretty Peggy.’’ The 
general opinion was not complimentary. 
An actor who had played in England with 
Mr. Lorraine in ‘Henry V.” related that 
he made an impression of the utmost ele- 
vation and strength. The speaker said that 
he was not easily moved in the theatre, 
and least of all when he was himself on 
@he stage; but during Mr. Lorraine's best 
moments as Henry he and his fellow- 
/ actors, standing by were sometimes unable 
to re injghe tears. ‘‘ Then how do you 
account%for his performance in ‘Pretty 
Peggy ’?*’ some one asked. ‘‘ Some actors 
are able to do well only in good parts. 
Can you imagine Sargent painting a por- 
trait of that donkey in the first act?”

When Mr. Mansfield was piaying “ Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” many people went 
night after night, unable to withstand the 
sensational fascination. Something of this 
kind, though on a very different level, of 
course, has happened in the case of Miss 
Wynne-Matthison’s performance in ‘‘ Every- 
man.”” Mr. Ben Greet, under whose man- 
agement the play is produced, lately told a 
series of anecdotes of the effect it has pro- 
duced upon individuals in the audience. 
In a single parish in one of the cities vis- 
ited on a recent tour the priest related that 
several parishioners had been so affected 
as to resume confession after a lapse of 
years. One woman was deterred by it from 
committing suicide, and took up again 
cheerfully the duties of life. Everywhere 
large numbers of people have. gone again 
and again. In New York an actress whose 
reputation among those who know her 
has been that of worldly frivolity rather 
than of serious feeling went to “ Every- 
man’ fifteen times in a few weeks. Quite 
recently, Mr. Greet relates, a lady became 
80 enthusiastic an apostle of the play that 
she brought a party of twelve people to 
see it. At the door they left her, saying 
that they had decided to go to the circus 
instead. It was only after she had given 
full vent to her disgust and despair that 
they let her see that they were not in 
earnest.

The Union League Club’s Committee on 
Political Reform made its report on the 
question of negro suffrage last night. Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss presided. The report was on 
a resolution submitted two months ago by 
Gen. Edward C. O'Brien empowering the 
committee to investigate legislation recent- 
ly enacted in the State of Virginia and 
other Southern States in the matter of suf- 
frage; also on a resolution submitted by 
Warner Miller demanding that Congress 
enforce the Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
Amendments to the United States Consti- 
tution, by the reduction of the number of 
Representatives in each State where the 
franchise has been reduced in proportion to 
the extent of the disfranchisement, and in- 
dorsing the attitude of President Roose- 
velt on the question of suffrage. 

The committee offered resolutions which 
were in efféct, although with slight modi- 
fications, the same as the two resolutions 
on which they were to report. After a 
debate of some length the committee’s re- 
port was tabled by a‘vote of 88 to 60: 

George Whitelock, a lawyer of Baltimore, 
spoke against the committee's resolutions, 
as did Robert C. Ogden. The former said 
he believed the Southern States should be 
let alone to work out the matter in their 
own way and at their own time, while 
Mr. Ogden contended that for anybody of 
the standing of the Union League Club to 
take action one way or the other would 
merely make ‘‘an unpleasant subject more 
unpleasant.”’

SHAMROCK jI]’S RAST RUN 


Beats Shamrock |. Over Ten Min- 
utes in Fifteen Miles to Leeward. 


Wins by Seventeen Minutes Over Thir- 


ty-Mile Course—Experts Surprised 


at Her Work Before the Wind. 


‘ 
WEYMOUTH, England, April 9.—Over a 
thirty-mile course, fifteen to Jeeward and 


fifteen to windward, the Shamrock III. to- 


day beat the Shamrock I. by 17 minutes 
and 26 seconds. Hitherto the challenger 
had shown weakness down the wind, but 
to-day she proved as good on this point of 
sailing as on any other, and better on all 
points than she had heretofore shown her- 
self. Over 10 minutes on the run out from 


the turning point at Lulworth Cove and 
over 7 minutes on the beat home were the 
challenger’s sensational gains over the old- 
er boat. 

A fifteen-mile run to leeward and a beat 
home, giving a leeward and windward test 
of thirty miles under conditions as sim- 


ilar as possible to those most likely to pre- 
vail during the races for the America's 


Cup off Sandy Hook, was the course set 
for the two Shamrocks to-day. The breeze 
Was very light, not over five knots, as the 
boats under clubtopsails ranged up for the 
Start, and were sent off from a markboat 
off Weymouth Pier. The starting times 
were:

Shamrock III 
‘he older boat was just showing clear on 
the weather bow of the challenger as they 
rounded the markboat. Jibtopsails were 
broken out and the boats reached off free 
across the mouth of the bay to get clear 
water for a straight run down the wind. 
During the reach the Shamrock III. showed 
the same form that puzzled yachtsmen yes- 
terday. After the challenger had closed in 
on the Shamrock I. the latter opened a way 
again, and as they reached past Whitenose 
the older boat Jed by nearly half a minute. 
The light breeze held well and the Sham- 
rock IIl., again picking up her pace, over- 
hauled her opponent. When abeam of St. 
Alban’s Head booms were squared away 
for the long run down the wind, [follow- 
ing the Erin, which logged off the course. 
The trim of the challenger had been 


slightly altered from that of yesterday, her | 


anchor and cable being carried to-day. The 
alterations were apparently valuable, for 
she outran the Shamrock IL. fast and con- 
stantly, and the Shamrock III. was more 
than 10 minutes ahead of the Shamrock I. 
when the boats rounded the Erin, which 
acted as markboat, at the end of the lee- 
ward run. 

The boats then started on thé beat home- 
ward. The wind had slackened and they 
made slow progress. Nevertheless the chal- 
lenger showed the same good windward 
work as heretofore, and steadily improved 
her lead, and crossed the finish line over 
17 minutes in the lead. 

In the opinion of experts the Shamrock 
Ill. was really driven for the first time 
on this windward turn. The Shamrock I. 
was hopelessly beaten from start to finish 
and was wholly unable to match the pace 
set by the challenger. Yachtsmen consider 
this to be a notable victory and as showing

He Secures Three Firsts at the Durland

Judge William H. Moore carried off the 
lion's share of the awards last night at the 
Puriand Horse Show, held in the West 
Sixty-sixth Street riding academy. It was 
the third and final night of the show, and 
some of the finest horses that were entered 
were brought into the ring. The light-har- 
ness roadsters and saddle. horses were an 
unusually attractive lot, and Some of the 
light-harness driving classes were so well 
filled that in every case the judging ex- 
ceeded the time limit set on the programme. 


The largest attendance of the show was 
present, all the boxes being occupied. 

Judge Moore's well-known prize winners, 
most of which have earned blue ribbons 
against. worthy rivals in previous shows, 
carried off the highest awards in the classes 
for ladies’ horses, pairs, the harness class 
for horses 14.3 hands and under, and in 
four-in-hands. In the latter Judge Moore 
scored a distinct triumph over Richard F.

The ladies’ harness horse class was one 
of the most interesting of the evening, 
rendered additionally so because Alfred G.

One of the requirements was that ladies 
were to drive, and Judge Moore's team was 
handled to a nicety by Mrs. Richard Don- 
nelly. Her victory over the Vanderbilt 
team, which had to be content with second 
place, was one of the features of the even- 
ing. Alfred Vanderbilt watched the waning 
fortunes of his team from his box, and his 
companions chaffed him good-humorediy 
upen his loss. Miss Luella Day, driving her 
entry, secured the third award, and Mrs. 
William Trevor drove the fourth pair. 

The next class that was called was sad- 
die horses, and the spectators were sur- 
prised to see Miss Beach ride promptly into 
the ring clad in the orthodox black riding 
habit upon C. K. G. Billings’s entry, Pau- 
line.

FINAL WORK ON RELIANCE. 


BRISTOL, R. 1, Avril 9.—C. Oliver Iselin, 
managing owner of the Heliance, arrived 
from Newport this afternoon on the Sun- 
beam and found that the crew had com- 
pleted the second turn of burnishing the 
underbody of the yacht and had started to 
go over the boat for the third time. The 
cementing of the joints has been completed 
and to-morrow another coat of paint will 
be placed on the top sides and the name Re- 
liance will be painted on the stern. The 
sparmakers were at work to-day shaping 
out the ends of the bowsprit and the work 
on this spar is nearly finished. Great things 
are expected of the silk and Sea Island cot- 
ton spinnaker which is to be made for the 
Reliance. The cloth is in process of being 
woven in one of the New Bedford mills 
and the completed material is expected here 
in a few days. , 

The greater part of the sail will be com- 
posed of cotton, since that material stands 
strain and wears well, but sufficient silk 
will be introduced into the cloth to secure 
the desired lightness 

The Constitution was warped out into the 
stream this afternoon and a gaff taken 
aboard. Her mainsail will be bent in the 
course of a few days, and it is expected 
that the yacht will have her first spin some 
time next week. 


HOWARD GOULD’S FAST YACHT. 


The official trial trip of the high-speed 
steam yacht Niagara IV., built for How- 
ard Gould, New York Yacht Club, by the 
Gas Engine and Power Company and 
Charlies L. Seabury & Co. at Morris 
Heights, took place yesterday over a meas- 
ured course on the Hudson River, with 
Mr. and Mrs. Howard Gould aboard the 
yacht.

Stocks \Unsettled. 


Yesterday’s stock market is a conspic- 
us exception to the rule that narrow 
‘changes indicate a dull market with- 

out especial significance. The extreme 
decline among active properties was 3% 
for St. Louis and San Francisco. Not 
another decline reached 2, and only a 
half a dozen fell more than fractions. 
The advances were also fractional among 
representative stocks, except for Amal- 
gamated Copper and Sugar, which ad- 
vaneed against the market according to 
their devious manner. This mostly frac- 
tional and quite irregular, unsettled 
movement was the result of business 
more than double the previous day in 
volume, and after several decided 
changes in tone. Early business was 


_ good in temper and at advancing prices. 


At midday there’ were few exceptions to 
the rule of ligher prices upon hopes for 
resuming business after the holidays at

The announcement of the Northern Se- 


curities decision changed all this in a 


twinkling. Thereafter the market wa- 
vered between strength and weakness 
throughout the list, recessions being nat- 
urally most pronounced in the case of 
properties most concerned, but not being 
confined to them. Upon the curb North- 
ern Securities ranged between 106% and 
102%, closing at 1035%. The extreme de- 
cline upon the Exchange mentioned 
agbove was despite the fact that the de- 


cision would seem inapplicable to the 
San Francisco and Rock Island combi- 


nation, as they are not parallel and com- 
peting roads. Pennsylvania and New 
York Central also fell, in common with 
other roads engaged. in inter-State com- 
merce and composed of constituent com- 
panies. Nobody was able to judge pont) 
how far-reaching the decision might | 
prove,.and in what unexpected ways it 
might make itself felt throughout the 
entire congeries of roads worked upon 
the sundry variations of ‘“ community 
of interest”’’ and ‘“gentlemen’s agree- 
ments.’’ Nor was the obscurity relieved 
interpretation 
of the decision by those best informed 
and most concerned. Their hesitation to 
speak is but natural, but the result is 
that the market, being left without guid- 


* amce—except as inferred from the ap- 


pearance of supporting orders, offset by 
free selling—wavered violently, but, on 
the whole, withstood the shock better 
than might have been expected under 
the absence of buying power just now, 
even when news is good. Happily the 
news is upon the eve of a holiday, 
which will enable the situation to be un- 
derstood and fortified before business 
begins again. In a sense, the rendering 
of the decision may be said to be fa- 
vorable, apart from the decision itself. 
Wall Street can adjust itself to almost 
anything better than a mystery. ‘“‘ Some- 
thing hanging over the market” is a 
menace which neither the bravest nor 
wisest can wholly guard themselves 
against, and now, for the first time 
within recent memory, there is hope of 
relegating the phrase to well-earned 
desuetude. 

It is hard to see into such roily water. 
Subject to reservations above indicated, 
it may be said that well-informed cir- 
cles think the decision does not run, and 
cannot be made -to run, against the 
“gentiemen’s agreement,’”’ which is the 
basis of the merger. Neither does the 
decision affect in any way the operation 
of the constituent companies. It ac- 
cordingly follows that the respective 
roads will continue to earn as much 
money as before, and, if it suits the 
plans of the roads’ owners, the earnings 
will be applied conformably to the plans 
made before the decision. In the inter- 
val it may be presumed that some other 
Way will be found to give legal form and 
effect to what the court decides was 
done illegally in the case before it. There 
Were even reports that sveral specific 
‘plans were under considration for this 
purpose. The use of another New Jersey 
charter is open to obvious objection. If 
this objection is sought to be obviated 
by the use of a Canadian or British or- 
ganization other obstacles arise, despite 
the scarcely convincing analogy to the 
French precedent for the building of a 
canal upon soil not French. The difficulty 
about these suggestions is that the de- 
cision is not upon the form, but upon the 
substance. The wording of the statute 
probably cannot be better evaded than 
by the method used by the able counsel. 
They did succeed in doing an illegal 
thing in a legal manner, until the court 
looked beyond the form to the princi- 
ple, and annulled what was done con- 
trary to public policy as embodied in a 
statute. This is the difficulty in the way 
of adopting the alternatives so easily 
spoken of The difficulty in the way of 
altering the statute lies in the necessity 
of applying to Congress, which seldom 
does the best it knows how to do when 
there is any question of politics or votes 
concerned. This question is essentially 
one of that sort. Legislators who de- 
feated the Aldrich bill to annoy the 
money power are not likely to amend 
this statute to suit the money power. 
The outlook accordingly is not clear, 
but reason and experience alike indicate 


* that progress can be expetted, even if 


_ the precise method be obscure at the mo- 
ment. 
With this engrossing topic uppermost 
the Street neglected minor but cheering 
news. The banks have gained nearly two 


ty millions in cash. and are probably better 


off this week than the average will in- 
_diicate, reversing the situation of the 
- previous week. This assistance to the 
_money market is promoted by progress 
with refunding under the Treasury or- 
der, over sixteen millions having been 
deposited, and corresponding amounts in 
premiums released. Perhaps the process 
will be hastened by the reported inten- 
tion of the Treasury to place a time 
limit upon future applications. The Bank 
- of England made one of those negatively 
favorable statements to which we are 
accustomed in our own case. The reserve 
_ decreased £2,176,000, but requirements 
_ decreased so much more that the Bank’s 
_ condition is stronger than last week, or 
last year. The Bank of France reports 
wide changes which do not explain them- 
pesives.

stock—was, in fact, so heavily oversold 
that.a large short interest was glad of the 
opportunity to cover. 


Shortly after the decision came out and 
the market was declining call rates rose to 
10 per cent., and the gossips had it that a 
squeeze was imminent. None, of course, 
came, the high figure being merely due to 
the fact that loans made during the day 
carried over until Monday. One of the 
encouraging developments was the tend- 
ency to ease in the time money market, 
where funds were offered with greater 
freedom than for some time. 


The extreme weakness of the ’Frisco 
shares was on selling on the belief that, 
the deal with Rock Island would not be 
carried through. This was later officially 


denied,s whereupon a rally came in the, 
Rock Island stocks, which earlier had been 
heavy. The ’Frisco shares closed but lit- 
tle up. 


The gelling of the Gould stocks seemed 
to be predicated on the theory that the un- 
favorable merger decision postponed in- 
definitely the projected consolidation of all 
the Gould systems.

The New York Fire Insurance Exchange 
has adopted the proposed schedule of fire 
insurance rates on theatres, the new sched- 
ule accomplishing an average reduction in 
rate of about 18 per cent. The Exchange 
rejected the plan providing that the Arbi- 
tration Committee's membership be deter- 
mined by election instead of the present 
method by rotation. A proposition for fur- 
ther and more systematic attention to 
sprinkled risks was referred to committee 
with instructions to work out a plan for 
submission to the Exchange.

Where such application is made out 
by the solicitor and the insured truthfully 
states the real facts, but the agent writes 
down the answer incorrectly, and the in- 
sured signed the application without knowl- 
edge of the fraud, in reliance upon the 
good faith of the agent, the insurer is not 
ever from the lability contract in the 
policy.”’

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RAND JURY CRITICISED 


Judge Foster. 


Body That Sent the Prisoner for Trial 
Was That of Which W. G. Rocke- 


feller Was Foreman. 


The March Grand Jury, of which William 
G. Rockefeller was foreman, and which 
was highly commended at the end of its 
term by Judge Cowing for the amount of 
work done by it, came in for severe criti- 
cism from the bench yesterday by Judge 
Warren W. Foster in Part III. of the 
Court of General Sessions. 

Judge Foster had before him on trial 
John Collins, a boy of seventeen, who was 
accused of stealing a hansom cab and 
horse worth $650. The Rockefeller Grand 
Jury had found an indictment against the 
boy, charging him with grand larceny in 
the first degree. 

Collins, who gave his occupation as a 
driver, and said he lived at 309 West Fifty- 
fifth Street, has been confined to the 
Tombs since his arrest several weeks ago, 
because he was too poor to give bail, and, 
@s Was brought out in court, because the 
lawyer assigned to his case, learning that 
he had no money, had abandoned it. 

The complainiant in the case was Michael 
Thornton of 445 West Fortieth Street. He 
said that the handsom cab, which was his 
Property, had been stolen from the corner 


of Forty-sixth Street and Broadway at 1 
O'clock in the morning one day in the early 
To the best of his belief 
Collins was guilty of the theft because he 
found the horse and vehicle in his posses- 
Sion at the corner of Fiftieth Street and 
a little later. 

Collins said that on the night in question 
he saw a cab come along on West Fifty- 
igurth Street with the driver's seat empty. 
There were two men and a woman in the 
cab and one of the men inside was driving 
the horse. They got out of the cab and one 
of the men gave him 25 cents to take the 
horse and vehicle to the corner of Forty- 
sixth Street and Broadway and leave them 
there. The boy said he was carrying out 
his instructions when Thornton appeared 
and caused his arrest, 

Lawyer C. F. Kinsley was assigned to 

defend the lad by Judge Cowing in the 
. ‘ _- : 
Court of Genera! Sessions, According to the 
story Collins told on the stand Kinsley 
called upon him in the Tombs and asked 
him if he had any money. He said he told 
the lawyer if he only could get out of 
prison he would go to work and pay him 
for his services out of the first salary he 
earned. Collins said the lawyer abandoned 
him to his fate. 

Assistant District Attorney Train, who 
prosecuted the case, said he believed the 
boy’s story was true. 

“It seems to me,” he 
case should never have been brought 
a trial court. If the counsel of this boy 
had taken the trouble to investigate the 
ease and laid the facts before the District 
Attorney the matter would certainly never 
have been placed before a jury.” 

Judge Foster rather indignantly declared 
that he was of the same opinion, In order- 
ing the jury to acquit the boy he said: 

“Gentlemen: I have already intimated 
what I think of counsel who go into Part 
1. and solicit the opportunity of defending 
criminais who have no means, with the idea 
of ‘shaking them down,’ and if they can- 
not get the criminals—those accused of 
crime I mean by ‘ criminals ’"—or their fam- 
ilies to pay, abandon them, hoping that 
their necessities and situation will induce 
them to raise some money. This looks to be 
Such a case, and I cannot criticise too 
harshly the conduct of those who do such 
things. 

“To my mind, this case reflects very sad- 
ly on the Grand Jury that found the in- 
dictment. Here is a boy accused of steal- 
ing a hansom cab at a time when the 
driver went in and took a drink. Now, if 
anybody told me a story of that kind | 
would at once become suspicious that there 
Was no stealing, but rather a boyish prank, 
and I would not indict if on the Grand Jury. 
I would say: *Can’t we have this defend- 
ant here and investigate the case?’ 

“But no, the Grand Jury would 
indict and place the responsibility upon 
you. Mr. District Attorney, and upon the 
court, shirking theic plain duty themselves 
and utterly defeating the benificent pur- 
poses for which the Grand Jury was or- 
ganized. We have just such miscarriages 
@s have occurred in this case, and just 
such injustices done in the name of the 
Grand Jury, because they do not give 
proper time and consideration to their busi- 
ness.”’

IMPORTING LITIGATION.—In deciding an 
automobile accident case, in which George

PROGRESS IN BROOKLYN. 


President Swanstrom’s Report on Work 
of Bureaus in the First Year of 
Fusion Administration. 


How Brooklyn has fared during the first 
year of the Fusion administration is shown 
by Borough President J. Edward Swan- 
strom in his report for 1902, which was 
sent to Mayor Low yesterday. He says 
that the bureaus have been reorganized and 
pisced on a businesslike basis and that 
hundreds of useless employes have been 
dismissed, although the volume of business 
has greatly increased. Brooklyn, he says, 
has now the best sewer systefn in the 
world; more than forty miles of modern 
pavement have been laid in the borough, 
und real estate values there have been 
much enhanced because of the public im- 
provements. |He declares that for every 
dollar of public money expended full value 
has been received. 

Mr. Swanstrom says that it has been the 
policy. to replace cobblestone pavement as 
quickly as possible with asphalt or gran- 
ite block pavement on a concrete founda- 
tion. Contracts for asphalt pavement, in- 
cluding the concrete base and a guarantee 
of maintenance for five years, have been 
made at an average price of $1.79 per 
square yard, as compared with the average 
price of $2.88 per square yard in 1900 and 
1901, 

He shows that during the four years of 
the previous administration modern pave- 
ment to the extent of a little less than 
thirty-eieht miles was laid in the borough, 
while during the-first year of the present 
sdministration a fraction more than forty 
miles of similar pavement was contracted 
for. Forty-seven miles of pavement, found 
in a very bad condition, have been re- 
paired and renovated. 

Comparing the cost cleaning sewer 
basins in 1902 with that of each of the 
four vears preceding, Mr. Swanstrom finds 
that in 1902 it was $1.96 a basin, while in 
the preceding four years the lowest cost 
was $4.35 per basin and the highest cost 
$4.75 a basin. 

Comparing the payrolls for 1901 and 1902 
in the Bureau of Buildings, Mr. Swanstrom 
finds that a saving of more than $30,000 
has been effected in the first year of the 
present administration. 

Among the recommendations in his report 
is one that the present Municipal Building, 
in Joralemon Street, be torn down and re- 
placed by a modern fire-proof structure.

David Bernstein, known as “ Big Dave," 
because of his six feet two inches of height 
and 200 pounds weight, and who keeps a 
restaurant at 310 East Houston Street, was 
mysteriously shot just under the heart yes- 
terday afternoon somewhere around Hous- 
ton Street and the Bowery. Then with 
blood streaming from his wound he walked 
down the Bowery with his hand holding a 
loaded revolver, sticking out of a side 
pocket. 

Policeman Sullivan of the Eldridge Street 
Station saw him at Stanton Street and 
stopped him, asking him what the matter 
was.

show you,” said Bernstéin, as he 


the revolver and pointed the 
into Sullivan’s face. Sulli- 
van promptly hit Bernstein a sharp blow 


in the face. The man was staggered and 
dropped his revolver, but he hit back, and 
dashed at the policeman again and again. 
Sullivan was handicapped in the fight, not 
wishing to hurt Bernstein, who, he saw, 
was wounded, though he did not know the 
nature of the injury. He rapped for -help, 
and two more policemen came-up. They 
were quickly followed by others, until eight 
were on the scene. 

Bernstein fought furiously. and broke 
them again and again, returning each time 
to the attack. The policemen, though some 
had received heavy blows, sought to over- 
power him without unnecessary violence, 
and at last, when his strength began to 
give out, they bore him to the ground and 
pinned him there, holding his head, arms, 
and feet. 

Dr. Felischman of the Germania Bank 
Building. who was an onlooker in the bi 
crowd that had gathered, then examine 
the man and found the wound. He helped 
the man as much as possible until an am- 
bulance from Gouverneur Hospital arrived. 
Meanwhile Bernstein had become quieter 
and asked for a cigarette, which was lit 
for him, and he lay there smoking while 
the policemen held him. When it came to 
getting him into the ambulance he became 
violent again, and the eight policemen had 
to push him in. The physicians were as- 
tonished that with such a wound, which 
they said was a dangerous one, the man 
could have fought as he did. 

Bernstein refused to tell who ‘had shot 
him. He only said: 

“If I get better I'll attend»to it myself. 
If not, then I’m the one that’s done.”’ 


TESTING SIXTEEN-INCH RIFLE. 


Successful Trials of the Giant Gun at 
Sandy Hook. 


The big 16-inch breechloading rifle at 
Sandy Hook, the largest gun in the United 
States, is now being tested, and has been 
fired seven times. The report to Gen. 
Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, shows that 
satisfactory results have been obtained, 
and that on the sixth round the 2,400-pound 
shell was sent away at a velocity of 2,345 
feet per second. 

The powder charge averaged over a quar- 
ter of a ton for each charge of smokeless 
powder, and it required 16% pounds of black 
rifle powder to set fire to the smokeless 
powder at each charge.

TIFFANY & G0.’S PURCHASE 


Large Building Site on Fifth Ave- 
nue Secured. 


Over $2,000,000 Paid to George C. Boldt 


for It—Eight-Story Business Struc- 


ture to be Erected. 


Tiffany & Co. have bought from George 
C. Boldt as the site for a new store build- 
ing the entire block front on the east side 
of Fifth Avenue, between Thirty-sixth and 
Thirty-seventh Streets, with the exception 
of the old Pierre Lorillard mansion at the 
northeast corner of Thirty-sixth Street, 
now owned by Henry O. Havemeyer. 

The properties acquired by Tiffany & Co. 


have a combined frontage of 158 feet on 


Fifth Avenue and 152 feet on Thirty-sev- 
enth Street. ‘The brokers in the transac- 
tion were Whitehouse & Porter, and it is 
said that the purchase involves over $2,- 
000,000. Plans for the new building have 
not yet taken definite form, but the new 
structure will probably be eight stories in 
height with a frontage of 100 feet on Fifth 
Avenue and 150 feet on Thirty-seventh 
Street. 

In speaking of the purchase and of Tif- 
fany & Co.'s decision to move from Union 
Square to Fifth Avenue Charles T. Cook, 
President of the concern, said yesterday: 

“At present we have but 78 feet on 
Broadway. Up on Fifth Avenue we have 
secured a frontage of about 160 feet, with a 
depth of over 150 feet. This will place us ina 
position to largely increase the capacity of 
the business and to concentrate and bring 
up to still greater efficiency many depart- 
ments and branches of the business which 
are now more or less separated through 
lack of proper facilities.”’ 

ft is a coincidence that Charles T. Cook, 
who consummated the purchase of the new 
site, accompanied the late Charles L. Tif- 
fany when the present locality on Union 
Square was selected about thirty-five years 
ago. At that time, 1868, Union Square 
was an exclusively residential section. Dr. 
Cheevers's ivy-covered Church of the Puri- 
tans, which during the war became famous 
through Dr. Cheevers's fierce onslaught 
upon slavery, stood on this site when it 
was offered to Tiffany & Co. The condi- 
tions of the sale necessitated the purchase 


of the church with all its fittings, includ- 
ing organ, pews, &c. 

fi the course of its career the house has 
occupied at one time or another sites on 
both sides of Broadway. The house was 
founded by Charles L. Tiffany in 1837, be- 
ginning with a 15-foot-front store at 259 
Broadway. The total sales for the first 
three days amounted to only $4.98. By 
1841 the business had grown so that Mr. 
Tiffany felt warranted in adding the ad- 
joining store, No. 260, which brought them 
to the corner of Warren Street. 

At the end of the first ten years, 1847, 
the continued prosperity of the business 
led to its removal to 271 Broadway, corner 
of Chambers Street. It was while at this 
site, the following year, that Charles T. 
Cook entered the employ of the house. In 
1854 the house again found the premises 
inadequate and removed to 550 Broadway. 
In 1861 they added the adjoining store, 552 
Broadway, and in 1870 they took formal 
possession of their building on the corner 
of Union Square and Fifteenth Street. 

Tiffany & Co.'s new site is very nearly 
on the crest of Murray Hill and in the 
very centre of that section of Fifth Avenue 
the development of which for retail trade 
has been carried on so rapidly within the 
last decade, and more particularly within 
the last five years. Only a few months 
ago another large concern, the Gorham 
Manufacturing Company, prepared to 
move into this new field by taking a long 
lease of the Astor property at the south- 
west corner of Fifth Avenue and Thirty- 
sixth Street, now covered by the Lenox 
apartment house. 

The greater part of the Fifth Avenue and 
Thirty-seventh Street plot was formerly 
owned by the late Paran Stevens, and the 
little one-story structures upon it, so 
out of keeping with much of the surround- 
ing property, have made it one of Fifth 
Avenue's landmarks. Mr. Boldt bought 
the Paran Stevens estate about three years 
ago for $900,000. He then added to his 
holdings by purchasing the dwelling 391 
Fifth Avenue, adjoining the Thirty-sixth 
Street corner, and the two houses 2 and 4 
East Thirty-seventh Street, these parcels 
bringing the total amount paid by Mr. 
Boldt for the property now taken by Tif- 
fany & Co. up to about $1,250,000. The 
area of the entire plot is about 21,700 
square feet, which, with a purchase price 
of $2,000,000, would show a square-foot rate 
of about $91. 


DORMITORIES FOR COLUMBIA. 


Seven-Story Structure at Broadway and 
124th Street to be Known as 
Knowlton Hall. 


long-cherished ambition of the Co- 
lumbia authorities to have dormitories to 
house their men students will be realized 
next September, when the university will 
have under its supervision a seven-story 
dormitory in full working order and capable 
of accommodating 200 men. The building 
will be located at the northeast corner of 
Broadway and One Hundred and Twenty- 
fourth Street, and will be ready for oc- 


cupancy when the university opens next 
Fall. 

The project has been promoted by pri- 
vate persons, who have raised the funds 
necessary to carry the plan through. The 
promoters have incorporated under the 
name of the Knowlton Hall Company, 
capitalized at $250,000. Those who are at 
the head of the scheme are Charles P. 
Northrup, Frederick A. Gortze, Superin- 
tent of Buildings and Grounds at Colum- 
bia. and George Maurer. The dormitory 
will be called Knowlton Hall, after Major 
Gen. Knowlton of the Continental army, 
who fought in the battle of Harlem Heights 
near the spot where the building will be 
located. 

In the basement will be located a rath- 
skelier, a court for squash ball, a barber's 
shop, and the boiler room. The ground 
floor will contain the general dining hall, 
grill room, billiard room, library. and read- 
ing rooms. The rest of the building will be 
devoted to rooms for the students. Many 
of the 200 rooms will be ayranged in suites 
of one or two bedrooms leading from a 
study.
